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T he city of Berkeley, following the 
example of San Francisco, Los An¬ 
geles, and Seattle, is moving to re¬ 
quire most firms that do contract 
business with the municipality to 
offer domestic partner benefits. 

The City Council on February 20 
unanimously approved the provisions 
of an equal benefits ordinance. A draft 
is due by April 17, with the ordinance 
taking effect July 1 after a grace peri¬ 
od for educating the business com¬ 
munity, according to Deputy City 
Manager Phil Kamlarz, who okayed 
the recommendation. 

City approval reverses an earlier 
stalled effort and follows a consultant 
study under the acting city manager, 
Weldon Ruck¬ 
er, who moved 
the issue to the 
front burner, 
said Kriss Wor¬ 
thington, an 
openly gay 

member of the 
City Council. 

“It’s won¬ 
derful he’s 

doing this expe¬ 
ditiously,” Wor¬ 
thington told the Bay Area Reporter in 
an interview via his cell phone while 
aboard his bicycle. “We said we’d like 
to have it ready for Gay Pride Month 
in June, and he said, ‘No problem.’” 

The equal benefits ordinance 
would affect for-profit firms doing 
$25,000 or more in annual business 
with Berkeley. The cutoff minimum 
for nonprofits is $100,000. 

“If they do business with the city 
of Berkeley, they will have to provide 
equal benefits, including sick leave, 
vacation, retirement, et cetera,” Kam¬ 
larz said. “These will have to be ex¬ 
tended to domestic partners, the same 
as with spouses. Of course, health care 
is the biggest benefit.” 

Current contracts will not be af¬ 
fected, but the majority of firms hold 
annual contracts with the city, so the 
new rules will apply to “the bulk of 
them,” Kamlarz added. 

Both officials indicated that there 
had been some business opposition to 
the ordinance, notably from the 
Berkeley Chamber of Commerce. 
Kamlarz said that with some persua¬ 
sion, and despite some reluctance, 
chamber officials now basically “felt 
they could live with it.” 

The rise of domestic partner legis¬ 
lation in recent years led some people 
to think the cost to business would be 
“horrible,” Kamlarz said, but studies of 
other cities suggested a light impact. 
The deputy city manager estimat- 
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F acing a possible third strike conviction, 
Brian Patrick Carmichael, the gay HIV¬ 
positive prison rights activist who was 
convicted in January of battery on a 
peace officer, fought for a new trial last 
Friday, February 23 as he presented evidence 
in his defense before a Santa Clara County 
Superior Court judge. 

Following the three-hour hearing in San 
Jose, Judge Alden E. Danner put off a deci¬ 
sion on Carmichael’s motion for a new trial 
and continued the matter to Friday, March 9. 
The judge also set that date to bring attorney 
Bruce Nickerson on board as Carmichael’s 
new defense lawyer. Nickerson was in court 
last week and informally provided counsel to 
Carmichael, who acted as his own attorney 
during the hearing. 

Carmichael told the judge that during his 
January trial he was never able to mount an 
effective defense because he was inadequate¬ 
ly represented by the public defender as¬ 
signed to him, and because the prosecution 
failed to provide discovery evidence in a 
timely manner. 

The case against Carmichael stems from 
i incident that occurred at San Jose Inter¬ 
national Airport last September as 
Carmichael stepped off an airplane. Police 
were waiting at the airport to talk to

ttorney General John Ashcroft met with 
a delegation from the predominantly 
gay Log Cabin Republicans last Thurs¬ 
day, February 22. It was the first meet¬ 
ing that he had with a civil rights orga¬ 
nization and one of the first meetings with an 
outside group since he was sworn in to office 
three weeks earlier. 

“It was an excellent meeting,” said Rich 
Tafel, executive director of Log Cabin. “He 
couldn’t have been more gracious, he was ac¬ 
tually pretty humble, he came across really 
well as a person.” The gay delegation includ¬ 
ed Tafel, Log Cabin’s political director Kevin 
Ivers, board chair and vice chair Bob Stears 
and Bill Brownson, and Bob Kabel, chairman 
of the Liberty Education Fund. 

“It was mainly a get-to-know you session,” 
said Tafel. “We had an opportunity to lay out 
key issues that we thought were important and 
offered to be a resource on those issues.” The 
main issues were hate crimes and employment 
non-discrimination legislation that will be 
reintroduced in Congress later this spring. 

Tafel conceded that the meeting was light 
on substance but he argued that “grip and 
grins [primarily photo opportunities] are ex¬ 
tremely important, that is where everything 
starts. You have to build trust before an issue 
comes up.” 

That may be particularly true with regard 
to Ashcroft, as virtually the entire civil rights 
and gay communities actively opposed his 
confirmation. Log Cabin initially expressed 
its reservations with the Bush administration 
in private and later issued a statement that 
noted Ashcroft’s pledge in writing and in his 


testimony before the Senate Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee to equal protection and equal en¬ 
forcement of the law as written. 

Tafel called much of the opposition to 
Ashcroft “very partisan” and “a miscalcula¬ 
tion on the part of the civil rights groups.” In 
light of that track record, he questioned their 
effectiveness in working with the attorney 
general. “It leaves them only with a ‘throwing 
stones’ kind of strategy now, criticizing every¬ 
thing he does.” 

Ivers stressed the symbolic importance of 
the meeting, and said that Ashcroft “sent a 
message to the country by meeting with a gay 
and lesbian group that equal protection 
means everybody.” 

Tafel added, “It was not too long ago that 
we [gays] were not considered a civil rights 
group to be met with to discuss these kinds of 
things. I think that is progress.” 

Another sign of progress may be the si¬ 
lence from the social right that followed the 
meeting. In the past, groups like the Family 
Research Council issued a blizzard of press 
releases denouncing meetings between mem¬ 
bers of the Clinton administration and “ho¬ 
mosexual activists.” They have even attacked 
Bush adviser Mary Matalin. But at least with 
the Ashcroft meeting, the fundamentalists 
seem to be practicing their own version of 
don’t ask, don’t tell. 

Ivers said the meeting was “a good educa¬ 
tion process for the community” as well. He 
stressed the fact that “the attorney general has 
a clearly drawn role in government, he is the 
top law enforcer: He does not make law, he 
enforces law.” 

Tafel thinks that it is possible for the large¬ 
ly symbolic hate crimes legislation to pass the

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Court tosses judge 
from Rosenkrantz case

R obert Rosenkrantz, the gay 
Southern California man 
convicted of killing his 
basher in 1985, was dealt a sting¬ 
ing and surprising setback last 
Friday, February 23, by an ap¬ 
peals court in Los Angeles. 

The 2nd District Court of Ap¬ 
peal threw Los Angeles County 
Superior Court Judge Kathryn 
Ann Stoltz off the case. Stoltz had 
issued several rulings strongly 
supporting Rosenkrantz’s parole. 
The appeals court was acting on 
an appeal from the California At¬ 
torney General’s office, which 
had been fighting on behalf of 
the governor and the parole 
board to keep Rosenkrantz 
locked up. 

Rosenkrantz now has two op¬ 
tions. He can appeal the decision 
to the California Supreme Court 
or he can ask that his parole case 
be assigned to another superior 
court judge. Rosenkrantz’s attor¬ 
ney, Rowan Klein, told the Bay 
Area Reporter this week that he 
hasn’t decided what his next 
move will be. The appeals court 
decision came as a surprise to 
many because the same court 
previously strongly endorsed 
Stoltz’s rulings on the case. The 
ruling means that the case will be 
assigned to another judge, one 
that the state hopes will concur 
with its anti-parole hard line. 
Stoltz first ordered Rosen-

krantz released two years ago on 
the grounds that the Board of 
Prison Terms had unfairly denied 
him parole and was biased 
against him. But the state has 
fought Stoltz tooth and nail since 
then to keep him behind bars. 

Governor Gray Davis once 
vowed to block the parole of all 
convicted killers. He has only al¬ 
lowed one convicted murderer to 
be released since he took office. 
That was three months ago when 
he okayed the parole for a woman 


convicted of second-degree mur¬ 
der for killing her abusive 
boyfriend in 1985. 

Rosenkrantz, now 33, shot 
former classmate Steve Redman 
to death in Los Angeles County 
just days after Rosenkrantz 
turned 18. 

The shooting ended a chain of 
events that began a week earlier 
when Redman, along with 
Rosenkrantz’s younger brother, 
stormed a high school gradua¬ 
tion hosted by Rosenkrantz, 
yelling “faggots.” Redman broke 
Rosenkrantz’s nose with a flash¬ 
light and later outed him to his 
father. 

Rosenkrantz testified he had 
been living out of his car for a 
week and was despondent when 
he approached Redman in the 
parking lot of Redman’s Cal- 
abasas condominium complex 
and demanded he retract his out¬ 
ing. The two argued and 
Rosenkrantz opened fire, shoot¬ 
ing Redman 10 times. 

He eventually turned himself 
in, was convicted of second-de¬ 
gree murder, and was sentenced 
to 17-years-to-life. He’s been a 
model prisoner and has been eli¬ 
gible for parole since 1996. 

His parole has been strongly 
supported by the homicide de¬ 
tective who arrested him and in¬ 
vestigated the case, the judge who 
presided over his trial, and Red¬ 
man’s grandmother. Rosenkrantz 
expressed deep remorse for the 
killing. T 


His hopes for release dashed twice, 
Rosenkrantz down but not out

I n an interview last month, Robert Rosenkrantz 
told the Bay Area Reporter that he is more de¬ 
pressed than he’s ever been. 

Since his sentencing in 1986, Rosenkrantz has 
been confined to the California Men’s Colony 
prison in San Luis Obispo, where the interview was 
conducted. He works full-time there developing 
software for the Department of Corrections. 

Rosenkrantz told the B.A.R. that he was shaken 
by two “almost releases” last fall. Twice he was told 
he was being freed. Each time he was ordered to 
pack up his belongings only to be told at the last 
minute that his parole was canceled, the first time 
by a court-ordered stay, the second by a veto from 
Governor Gray Davis. 

Rosenkrantz gets few visitors and few letters. Al¬ 
though he’s received several offers from producers 
over the years to cooperate on movie projects, he’s 
turned them all down. He told the B.A.R. that his 
biggest concern was that if a movie were produced, 
it stick with the facts of his case. 

Compounding Rosenkrantz’s state of mind now 
is a relationship he developed five years ago. He 
met, became close friends, and later fell in love with 
fellow prisoner Tommy Correll. Correll, 37, was re¬ 
leased last September. 

Rosenkrantz said falling in love for the first time 
was the best, and now with the separation from 
Correll, the worst thing that has happened to him. 

Rosenkrantz first recounted the story of his re¬ 
lationship to this writer last summer but asked that 
it be kept off the record. He feared reprisals from 
prison officials while he and Correll were still in 
custody together. 

One thing he’s not ready to go on the record 
about now is whether he was ever able to consum¬ 
mate his relationship. Sex between inmates, con¬ 
sensual or otherwise, is illegal. The parole board has 
been desperately searching for any reasons to con¬ 
tinue to keep him locked up. 

Rosenkrantz noted his relationship with Correll 


won’t come as a shock to anyone there. 

“Everybody knew we were a couple here,” he 
said. “It was obvious, he was latched onto me like a 
barnacle, everywhere I went.” 

Correll first arrived there in 1996. He was sen¬ 
tenced to prison on auto theft and drug charges. 
Correll said he got into trouble when he was high 
and suffering from severe paranoia. He tried in vain 
to get help. Out of desperation, he stole a van and 
drove himself to a psychiatric hospital. Despite the 
mitigating circumstances, he got the book thrown 
at him because of a previous conviction for selling 
marijuana. 

In an interview with the B.A.R., Correll said that 
he has had difficulty finding work and greatly miss¬ 
es Rosenkrantz. He knows from his desperate let¬ 
ters and phone calls that Rosenkrantz feels the 
same. 

“He’s worse than I’ve ever seen him,” said Cor¬ 
rell. 

Correll and Rosenkrantz were friends for near¬ 
ly three years before their friendship evolved into 
love. They were joined in a holy union ceremony in 
1998. The ceremony was conducted during an out¬ 
reach program to the prison by the Metropolitan 
Community Church, according to Correll and 
Rosenkrantz. Former MCC-SF pastor Jim Mitulski 
recalled meeting Rosenkrantz in 1999 but he’s not 
sure if he blessed Correll and Rosenkrantz’s rela¬ 
tionship during that meeting. Mitulski said if a cer¬ 
emony took place in 1998, it was likely officiated by 
another MCC minister. 

Correll said when he first met Rosenkrantz he 
mistakenly believed the prison gossip that he was 
in prison for killing his lover. The turning point in 
their relationship came after Rosenkrantz let Cor¬ 
rell read some paperwork he had documenting the 
details of his case. 

“When I read his case I cried,” Correll told the 
B.A.R. 

Correll believes Rosenkrantz has fully paid his 
debt to society and now deserves to be set free. 

“There’s no need for more punishment to be 
done,” he said. ▼ 
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lected could very easily be plugged 
into another data base not linked to 
health concerns at all.

HIV activists protest new testing form

f a computer system obtained 
11 the first and last letter of your 
S name, your sex, date of birth, 
and ZIP code, would this be 
enough information to identify 
you? Most likely yes, says a con¬ 
cerned group of activists that is 
worried about a new form issued 
through the California Depart¬ 
ment of Health’s Office of AIDS. 

Workers at the Berkeley Free 
Clinic took an official stand this 
week against the new “risk assess¬ 
ment form” that has been in effect 
since January and is used to col¬ 
lect risk factor and identifying in¬ 
formation from people getting 
tested for HIV, some of whom 
should probably think twice about 
documenting things like drug use 
or unprotected sex while simulta¬ 
neously leaving clues that reveal 
who they are. 

What is most alarming about 
this new request for information 
is that the data is collected at 
anonymous testing sites through¬ 
out California. Unlike confidential 
sites, which take names in confi¬ 
dence but can link a positive result 
to follow-up care, anonymous 
testing was supposed to be the one 
place to go free from any type of 
identifying information. It was 
also supposed to be preserved at 
all costs no matter what happened 
with HIV reporting, the much-de¬ 
bated method of tracking new 
HIV cases through names or 
unique codes collected at confi¬ 
dential sites. Now it looks as 
though the anonymous outlet that 
has always made HIV reporting 
acceptable has a potential for mis¬ 
use worse than any imagined 
nightmare at a names-based site. 

The great debate 

Aside from self-administered 
blood analysis like store-bought 
home kits, most HIV testing in Cal¬ 
ifornia has occurred in two differ¬ 
ent ways. Confidential testing, as 
noted, collects identifying informa¬ 
tion but keeps that information be¬ 
tween the health facility and the pa¬ 
tient. Anonymous testing has tradi¬ 
tionally issued a code number to 
both the blood collected and the 
person returning for results; if de¬ 
mographics (like race or age) were 
collected there were no correspond¬ 
ing identifiers (like birth dates or 
letters of the name) that could be 
leaked or mishandled. In fact, 
Berkeley Free Clinic board Chair 
Beth Podzin says state law prohibits 
such practices, and she points to a 
passage from the state health de¬ 
partment’s A Brief Guide to Califor¬ 
nios HIV/AIDS Laws, which reads, 
“In anonymous HIV testing, the 
identity of the test subject is not 
linked to the test result. In accor¬ 
dance with Health and Safety Code 
Sections 120885-120895, anony¬ 
mous testing... is free and does not 
collect any identifying information 
from test subjects.” 

When HIV reporting became a 
national issue a few years ago, the 
argument was made by state 
health officials that understanding 
the epidemiology of AIDS was be¬ 
coming more difficult as the ill¬ 
ness became more manageable. 
Since HIV is only reported to the 
state when a person develops full¬ 
blown AIDS, there is no way to ar¬ 
rive at a firm estimate of HIV 
seroprevalence, and without this 
more accurate number, regions 
hardest hit by the virus will not be 
targeted for funding and re¬ 
sources. HIV reporting, therefore, 


requires that HIV cases are re¬ 
ported as soon as people at confi¬ 
dential testing sites test positive. 

But because many people get 
tested multiple times, there must 
be a way to account for all the pos¬ 
itive tests without duplicating any 
of them. The easiest way to do this 
is by using the person’s name, al¬ 
ready a part of the record at a con¬ 
fidential testing site. This is also 
the scariest way to track HIV, as 
we are not even 20 years past the 
days of quarantine scares, and still 
live in a climate of fear and HIV 


anonymous testing which at this 
point cannot be altered,” said the 
worker, who did not want his name 
used. “This is a very rich research 
area for the state. People at high risk 
and low risk are giving information 
where they believe what they’re say¬ 
ing is private. The state is trading 
trust for quick gains in research 
that eventually will backfire.” 

The concerns at the free clinic 
are not with the state breaking trust 
so much as with privacy leaked at 
other levels. For one thing, accord¬ 
ing to Podzin, the information col-

criminalization. AIDS activists 
have therefore argued for unique 
identifiers instead of names when 
HIV reporting is inevitably imple¬ 
mented in California. 

Unique identifier legislation, as 
authored by Assemblywoman Ca¬ 
role Migden (D-San Francisco) 
and passed by state lawmakers 
(and later vetoed by Governor 
Gray Davis) would have created a 
code specific to each individual at 
confidential testing sites using 
pieces of his or her birth date and 
other information. No matter 
what method of HIV reporting 
was used, however, it was under¬ 
stood that anonymous testing 
would remain unaffected so that 
people who were seeking medical 
care or coverage could go through 
confidential sites, while people 
who just wanted to know their 
status could do so without identi¬ 
fying themselves. Tampering with 
anonymous sites, said activists 
and lawmakers alike, would deter 
many in high-risk communities 
from getting tested at all. 

The one safe place 

It is exactly this way of think¬ 
ing that has made anonymous 
testing a place for people to open 
up and trust their counselors 
more so than if they tested else¬ 
where, according to another 
worker at Berkeley Free Clinic. 

“When the state says people 
don’t have to give this information 
when they’re asked to, that’s a lie, 
because there’s a trust level under

Whipple’s partner 
pushes for DP rights 

Dog in mauling case ordered destroyed

s the investigation into the 
1 mauling death of Diane 
Whipple continues, her 
partner, Sharon Smith, has been 
propelled virtually overnight into 
a role as the poster partner for do¬ 
mestic partner rights. 

Smith has continued to speak 
out in the local and national media 
on the need for a change in laws. 
She’s scheduled to be interviewed 
by NBC’s Dateline program this 
week. Last Sunday, she appeared in 
a story on CBS’ Evening News 
highlighting the need for domes¬ 
tic partner rights in civil court ac¬ 
tions. Smith also plans to testify 
later this month in support of 
AB25, which would grant domes¬ 
tic partners comparable rights 
with married couples in civil cases. 

As the Bay Area Reporter re¬ 
ported last week, Smith recently 
found a will that Whipple wrote 
leaving her most of her assets. Al¬ 
though the will makes Smith a 
legal heir, Smith’s attorney, Michael 
Cardoza, said he still plans to con¬ 
tinue with plans to file a wrongful 


death lawsuit. If Smith is success¬ 
ful, it would be the first time a do¬ 
mestic partner has been able to col¬ 
lect on a wrongful death case. 

Smith held a press conference 
last week in San Francisco after it 
was announced that the female 
dog involved in the January 26 at¬ 
tack, Hera, was ordered eutha¬ 
nized. The dogs’ owners, Marjorie 
Knoller and Robert Noel, were 
also banned from owning dogs for 
three years. 

“I just lost my soul mate, my 
best friend,” Smith told reporters. 
“And so far all I’ve heard is that 
they are not going to be allowed to 
have dogs for three years. I don’t 
think I need to say anything else.” 

The decision by San Francisco 
Police Sergeant Bill Herndon to 
destroy Hera, was mooted by an 
earlier order by the San Francisco 
District Attorney’s office to keep 
Hera alive as evidence in their in¬ 
vestigation. 

San Francisco District Attorney 
office spokesman Fred Gardner 
told the B.A.R. this week that 
charges could be weeks away. Gard¬ 
ner declined extensive comment 
citing a gag order and concern over 


remarks by Noel and Knoller in the 
media that they may seek a change 
of venue because of prejudicial 
media coverage of the case. 

Meanwhile, Noel and Knoller’s 
adopted convict son, Paul Schnei¬ 
der, is speaking out to reporters. 
In interviews from Pelican Bay 
Prison with the San Francisco 
Chronicle and KRON-TV, Schnei¬ 
der apologized for the attack. 
Schneider also admitted that he 
had nude pictures of Knoller in 
his cell but declined to comment 
on the nature of their relationship. 
Schneider also denied allegations 
that he was in the business of 
breeding dogs to attack people. 

San Francisco Police Lieu¬ 
tenant Henry Hunter told the 
B.A.R. that the progress of the po¬ 
lice investigation hinges on how 
much of the evidence seized from 
Schneider’s prison cell can be 
turned over to police and prose¬ 
cutors. A hearing scheduled for 
Thursday, March 1 before Superi¬ 
or Court Judge Lenard Louie will 
take up that issue. 

Diane Whipple’s mother, 
Penny Whipple-Kelly, and Smith 
want the case to be prosecuted as 
second-degree murder but Hunter 
said at this point, it appears there 
is only enough evidence to sup¬ 
port an involuntary manslaughter 
charge. Hunter said that could 
change depending on what the ev¬ 
idence from Pelican Bay shows. 

Meanwhile, friends and family 
of Whipple gathered for a memor¬ 
ial service last Sunday, February 25, 
in her hometown on Long Island, 
New York. The private service was 
attended by Smith, and by many of 
Whipple’s friends from the East 
Coast who couldn’t make it to the 
Bay Area memorial service. 

Whipple’s relatives said they 
hope the media attention on the 
case will help raise money for the 
foundation that has been set up in 
her name. Whipple-Kelly told the 
B.A.R. that she hopes to use the 
money raised to support school 
sports and other programs that 
were important to her daughter. 
She also hopes some foundation 
money could be used to push for 
more effective dog laws to prevent 
another tragedy. ▼

M embers of the Bay Area 
queer community will 
participate in civil dis¬ 
obedience as part of global actions 
in solidarity with South African 
PWAs this Monday, March 5. 

That is the day that oral argu¬ 
ments begin in Pretoria High 
Court regarding a lawsuit (known 
as the PhaRMa case) by 42 phar¬ 
maceutical companies against Nel¬ 
son Mandela and the government 
of South Africa. The drug compa¬ 
nies seek to overturn Mandela’s 
1997 Medicines Control Act which 
would have allowed South Africa 
to produce its own generic AIDS 
drugs or import them at the lowest 
world price. The suit was filed in 
early 1998 after South Africa said 
it would produce taxol to treat 
breast cancer. Since that time over 
400,000 South Africans have died 
of AIDS-related illnesses. 

The Bay Area March 5 action 
will be held at Berkeley’s Bayer 
plant. Bayer is the only plaintiff 
with a physical presence in the 
area. The rally is expected to draw 
hundreds and 20 will sit-in de¬ 
manding that Bayer withdraw 
from the PhaRMa lawsuit. 

Bayer is not new to AIDS con¬ 
troversy. “They sold known infect¬ 
ed blood plasma to hemophiliacs 
in the early 1980s. After being 
stopped from selling the tainted 
product in the U.S., they shipped 
it abroad. A suit brought by ‘the 
Committee of 10,000’ hemophili¬ 
acs resulted in Bayer paying each 
HIV-infected person a relatively 
small settlement of $100,000,” said 
ACT UP/East Bay’s Jonathan Win¬ 
ters, who will be one of those sit¬ 
ting in front on Bayer’s front gates. 
Two weeks ago the South 


African government began dis¬ 
tributing nevirapine and pow¬ 
dered milk to pregnant women to 
prevent neonatal transmission. 
They are ready to begin a massive 
AIDS treatment campaign with 
help from Brazil and India. 

“The PhaRMa lawsuit against 
my country, which will continue 
to stop us from obtaining low-cost 
generic treatments, is a crime 
against humanity,” stated gay 
South African Bongane Nyathi, 
who will speak at the rally. Of the 
4.3 million South Africans infected 
with AIDS, only 0.2 percent can af¬ 
ford Western brand name triple 
therapy. Two weeks ago, the Indian 
drug company, Cipla, offered to 
sell a triple therapy regimen for 
$350 annually per person. Western 
companies want $11,000 for the 
same triple therapy treatment. 

Nyathi stated that just because 
the case is being heard in South 
Africa does not guarantee a posi¬ 
tive outcome. “The composition of 
the South African Supreme Court 
is much the same as in apartheid 
days, and they have a tendency to 
favor the requests of big business.” 

Berkeley City Council member 
Kriss Worthington will join other 
city leaders at the sit-in. “Berkeley 
led the fight for sanctions against 
South African apartheid. It’s ap¬ 
propriate that we join this fight 
against ‘medical apartheid’ to save 
millions of lives. Bayer and the 
city of Berkeley’s development 
agreement is a model of public- 
private partnership of corporate 
responsibility. It is also Bayer’s 
corporate responsibility to drop 
out of the PhaRMA lawsuit.” 

Winters said, “Bayer’s HIV his¬ 
tory is indicative of the drug in¬ 
dustry at large. They talk of char¬ 
itable donations and do little or 
nothing. They price gouge the 
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West and dump tainted or outdat¬ 
ed product in the Third World. 
AZT is declining in Western use 
and popularity and Africa pro¬ 
vides a new market of 26 million.” 

Presently only 8 percent of the 
36 million HIV-infected in the 
world receive triple therapy. 

The case is beginning to receive 
worldwide attention and March 5 
actions will take place in South 
Africa, Berkeley, Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, Washington, D.C., 
Los Angeles, Brazil, Chile, Aus¬ 
tralia, Germany, France, and Italy. 

The PhaRMa lawsuit may well 
decide how the planet responds to 
the epidemic. And one may ask 
whether AIDS or pharmaceutical 
companies are more destructive. 
“The South Africa case is one of 
the most single destructive events 
in our fight to bring drugs to peo¬ 
ple,’' said Dr. Christopher Ouma, 
coordinator for Kenya’s Action 
Aid. “It would be a show of good 
faith on behalf of these companies 
if they could unilaterally withdraw 
from this legal action.” 

The rally and sit-in have been 
endorsed by San Francisco Super¬ 
visors Tom Ammiano and Matt 
Gonzalez, seven past and present 
members of the Berkeley City 
Council, Global Exchange, the Cal¬ 
ifornia Nurses Association, the 
Gray Panthers, the Center for • 
Third World Organizing, the Inter¬ 
national Gay and Lesbian Human 
Rights Commission, and Lesbian 
and Gay Insurrection. A middle 
school teacher called organizers to 
say he’s bringing his class. ▼

L ast week the Bush adminis¬ 
tration announced that it 
^would retain a policy that 
helps make affordable anti-HIV 
medications available to poor 
countries in sub-Saharan Africa. 

On February 20, the U.S. Trade 
Representative’s office said that 
President George W. Bush would 
uphold an executive order put in 
place last year by former President 
Bill Clinton. The order allows poor 
countries to locally manufacture 
or import cheaper generic versions 
of patented drugs. According to 
Assistant U.S. Trade Representa¬ 
tive Joseph Papovich, “Consistent 
with our overall effort to protect 
America’s investment in intellec¬ 
tual property,” the administration 
would “work with countries that 
develop serious programs to pre¬ 
vent and treat this horrible dis¬ 
ease,” and that the administration 
is “not considering a change in the 


present flexible policy.” 

Clinton’s executive order came 
after he and former Vice President 
AI Gore were pressured by AIDS 
activists not to enforce U.S. intel¬ 
lectual property laws that forbid 
manufacturing or importing 
generic drugs. ACT UP/Philadel- 
phia and other members of the 
Health Gap Coalition hounded 
Gore during his presidential cam¬ 
paign and held a demonstration in 
Washington, D.C. on World AIDS 
Day in December 1999. Concur¬ 
rently, Medecins Sans Fron- 
tieres/Doctors Without Borders 
and other advocates brought the 
issue of drug accessibility to the 
protests against the World Trade 
Organization taking place at the 
same time in Seattle. The WTO’s 
Trade-Related Aspects of Intellec¬ 
tual Property Rights includes pro¬ 
visions that allow for compulsory 
licensing and parallel importing of 
patented drugs in cases of national 
emergency; U.S. rules are consider¬ 
ably more stringent. Addressing a 
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gathering of global trade officials 
in Seattle, Clinton said, “Where the 
HIV and AIDS epidemics are in¬ 
volved ... the U.S. will henceforth 
implement its healthcare and trade 
policies in a manner that ensures 
people in the poorest countries 
won’t have to go without medicine 
they so desperately need.” He fol¬ 
lowed this statement with an exec¬ 
utive order last May. 

On January 25, the national ad¬ 
vocacy group AIDS Action sent a 
letter to Bush asking him not to re¬ 
verse Clinton’s policy. According to 
AIDS Action Executive Director 
Claudia French, “President Bush

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A new trial for Carmichael 


|P% rison activist Brian Patrick 
\ P Carmichael has had his share of run- 
I ins with the law, and over the years 
he’s served time in various California pris¬ 
ons. During his incarceration several years 
ago, Carmichael fought for improved treat¬ 
ment rights for HIV-positive prisoners at 
the California Medical Facility at Vacaville, 
a move that proved unpopular with the 
state Department of Corrections, which 
transferred him to a higher security prison. 
He was discharged from parole in April 
1999. 

His present situation occurred last Sep¬ 
tember when he was transporting his ill 
brother to San Jose. After boarding the air¬ 
plane in Dallas, Carmichael was involved in 
an argument with another passenger who 
refused to move from a seat reserved for 
Carmichael’s brother. The police were wait¬ 
ing at the gate when the plane touched 
down in San Jose. Carmichael was arrested 
at the airport following a scuffle with po¬ 
lice, during which time he fell down. One 
of the officers maintains he suffered an in¬ 
jury as a result; Carmichael says that if the 
officer was injured, it happened when he 
tried to lift a wheelchair Carmichael was in. 

Unfortunately, Carmichael never had a 
chance to present his defense, due, we be¬ 
lieve, to inadequate representation by the 
Santa Clara County Public Defender’s of¬ 
fice. As a result, following his trial in Janu¬ 
ary, a judge found Carmichael guilty of bat¬ 
tery on a peace officer. Because of his prior 
record, Carmichael could be sentenced 
under the state’s three strikes law. Last 
week, in a San Jose courtroom, Carmichael 
argued for a new trial. 

During the three-hour hearing, 
Carmichael told the judge about evidence 
that was never presented by his lawyer. 
Carmichael told the court that he had been 
prepared to have numerous witnesses testi¬ 
fy in his defense; they were never called by 
his lawyer. In fact, the lawyer originally as¬ 
signed to represent Carmichael was reas¬ 
signed less than three weeks before the start 
of his trial. During arguments last week, 
Carmichael told the judge that when Ed 
Nino, the lawyer assigned to his case in De¬ 


cember, put him on the stand, he didn’t ask 
him any questions; instead, Nino had 
Carmichael remove his jacket and shirt and 
then rested his case. Nino didn’t cross-ex¬ 
amine the police officers involved, 
Carmichael said, nor did he intro¬ 
duce exculpatory evidence that 
may have led the judge to dis- « 
miss the felony battery charge, or 
reduce it to a misdemeanor, 
which would not fall under the 
three strikes sentencing law. 

Most disturbing to us is the way 
Carmichael said the officers 
conducted themselves at Val¬ 
ley Medical Center after over¬ 
hearing him tell a physician 
about his HIV status. Carmichael told the 
judge last week that none of the officers had 
any complaints about how Carmichael was 
behaving until they overheard that conver¬ 
sation. Suddenly, the officer who supposed¬ 


ly suffered a broken arm (that diagnosis 
was later changed to a sprain) was rushed 
over to the hospital, the mood was trans¬ 
formed, and Carmichael faced felony 
charges. 

The deputy district attorney han¬ 
dling the case, David Soares, told us 
this week that Carmichael’s case is in 
no way about AIDS or AIDS-phobia. 
And Soares told us that the officer was 
“clearly injured.” What isn’t as clear is 
how that injury occurred. 

L Carmichael also took issue with 
some prosecution evidence 
that was turned over late or 
not at all; in particular there 
were five hours of missing po¬ 
lice radio tapes he never received. 

Judge Alden E. Danner has not yet ruled 
on Carmichael’s motion for a new trial, that 
is set for March 9. We urge Judge Danner to 
grant that motion. ▼ 
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Taking our case to the people

s we begin a new political reality with 
George W. Bush as our nation’s 43rd 
president and Republicans in charge 
of Congress and the White House for the 
first time in four decades, supporters of gay 
equality have expressed apprehension about 
what this political moment portends for gay 
issues. While the question remains largely 
unanswered, we can gain some comfort in 
noting that we are also living in a reality of 
growing public distaste for anti-gay behav¬ 
ior, whether by self-righteous radio hosts or 
misguided office seekers. 

In the marketplace of ideas, anti-gay po¬ 
sitions are finding fewer and fewer takers - 
a point not lost on our new president. 

President Bush has largely tried to side¬ 
step gay issues throughout his public career. 
When he has been pinned down on issues, 
he mostly tries to balance his positions by 
trying not to appear intolerant, yet not 
alienating his socially conservative base. He 
has commendably stated he will not dis¬ 
criminate based on sexual orientation. 
However, his statements have consistently 
been tempered with implications that ho¬ 
mosexuality is a private matter underscor¬ 
ing the inequity contrasted by heterosexu¬ 
ality being an obvious public matter. De¬ 
spite his strategy of avoidance, President 
Bush has taken a few positions as governor 
and during his campaign that are not gay- 
supportive, most notably his support in the 
spring of 1999 for a law that would ban gay 
people from adopting children. 

The public has come a long way over the 
course of the last eight years toward support 
of gay issues. When asked in 1992 by the 
Gallup organization whether gays should 
have equal job opportunities, 71 percent of 
those polled said “yes.” By 1999, 83 percent 


said “yes.” When asked by Gallup whether 
homosexuality should be an acceptable 
lifestyle, in 1992, 38 percent said “yes.” By 
1999, 52 percent had said “yes.” In 1995, a 
poll conducted by Lake Snell Perry showed 
independents - a key Bush constituency - 
when asked whether they thought gay 
rights were equal rights or special rights, 

41 percent said “equal.” By 1998, that 
number jumped to 55 percent. 

This data underscores an in¬ 
creasingly supportive electorate 
that will provide a firm foundation 
on which we can build relation¬ 
ships with the new administra¬ 
tion. The lessons we have 
learned since 1994, when 
Republicans took over 
the Senate and the House 
of Representatives, is that public opinion 
has provided us with vital leverage. Work¬ 
ing with allies inside and outside of Con¬ 
gress we have been able to stop every anti¬ 
gay legislative attack - and there were many 
- except one, the Defense of Marriage Act. 
During this period, the Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act came within one of vote 
of passing the Senate and though it has yet 
to become law, the Hate .Crimes Prevention 
Act passed the Senate by a wide margin and 
the House passed a non-binding resolution 
supporting the measure. 

Our progress does not rest with any one 
individual, political party or component of 
government. It comes from making our case 
to the American people, who at the end of 
day, will be the final arbiters of judgment re¬ 
garding our nation’s leaders. 

When President Bush nominated former 
Missouri Senator John Ashcroft to be attor¬ 
ney general, the conventional wisdom 
among most gay advocates was that the 
president would have had a tough time 
picking someone anti-gay. The fact that the 


attorney general can have a direct, dramat¬ 
ic impact on the lives of gay people only ex¬ 
acerbated the apprehension surrounding 
the nomination. What transpired during the 
confirmation process was unexpected. 
Ashcroft felt the political need to state un¬ 
equivocally under oath that he would not 
discriminate on the basis of sexual orienta¬ 
tion, a position he never took (or had to 
take) until coming before the full body of 
public opinion represented by the 
entire Senate. Of course, we will 
^ judge him by his actions, not his 

words. 

After eight years of the Clin¬ 
ton administration, our 
community, its organiza¬ 
tions, and leaders are 
looking at what lies ahead 
in this new, more ambiguous environment. 
Not all will come to the same conclusions 
and not all will be driven by the same prior¬ 
ities, but most are motivated by the goal of 
equality for lesbians, gays, bisexuals, and 
transgendered Americans. At the Human 
Rights Campaign, we campaigned vigor¬ 
ously for A1 Gore for president. We thought 
he represented the best hope for our com¬ 
munity and would offer the best environ¬ 
ment to move our issues forward. 

That did not come to pass. The cam¬ 
paign is over. It is time to govern. The new 
president has completed his transition from 
campaign to governing. So too, does HRC 
move from campaigning to making sure the 
new administration governs fairly and in¬ 
clusively. We will accomplish this by using 
political acumen, relationships with Con¬ 
gress, the moral imperative, and the grow¬ 
ing support of public opinion. T

New board has no mandate 

Supervisor Chris Daly has reintroduced legislation 
that limits TIC ownership nearly identical to that of 
Proposition N which was soundly defeated on last 
November’s ballot. Against the will of the voters, Su¬ 
pervisor Daly has the arrogance to place the entire 
Board of Supervisors in the awkward position of deal¬ 
ing with it again. The voters have said that holding 
title as tenants in common should not be limited, or 
made extinct in San Francisco. 

Many of the freshman members of the Board of 
Supervisors seem to be of the impression that they 
have a mandate to carry out their progressive agen¬ 
das. In fact, they have no such mandate. The election 
was clearly a message to the mayor that San Francis¬ 
cans want an end to special interest politics within 
City Hall. The result was creation of an anti-Brown 
Board of Supervisors. Reintroduction of this TIC leg¬ 
islation - after the voters rejected it - smacks of spe¬ 
cial interest politics. Are we blind or stupid enough 
not to see that this is clearly Supervisor Daly’s pay 
back to the Tenants Union for his seat on the board? 

I don’t think anyone who voted intended to trade in 
one extreme agenda for its polar opposite. I know I 
didn’t. 

This latest attack on TIC ownership is, just as 
Proposition N, unfair, discriminatory toward gay and 
lesbian couples, and unable to bring about addition¬ 
al desperately needed rental housing. These argu¬ 
ments have withstood the scrutiny of the electorate 
and won. 

It’s time to find creative and resourceful ways to 
create new housing in San Francisco instead of im¬ 
plementing garbage legislation such as this. I expect 
much more from this Board of Supervisors than this 
kind of blatant disregard for the majority of the vot¬ 
ers in San Francisco, as should we all. 

Good people of reason should be able to see that 
any special interest legislation is what the last election 
mandated against. It’s disgusting that we have to deal 
with it at all, especially from those who promised us 
they would make a difference. Was it lip service to win 
our votes?

First, let me say I believe these drugs have been 
beneficial to some people with AIDS. I personally 
know two people brought back from death’s door by 
the combo treatments. If I ever find myself that ill I 
will fight my way to the front of the line for those 
treatments. That said, here are the facts: 

This October, I will have been positive for 12 years. 
Although my T-cells dipped into the 200s eight years 
ago they rebounded and have remained in the 699- 
plus range for the last five years. My viral load has 
never reached 3,000. No doctor has ever treated me for 
an OI. I also test positive for hepatitis A, B, and C. And 
I have never taken any AIDS medications. Not one pill. 

That decision has not been an easy one. The pres¬ 
sure to start meds from the medical and the HIV 
communities has been immense and intense. 
Nowhere, not even in so-called support groups, was I 
allowed to voice any caution about the haste to med¬ 
icate healthy people who happen to test positive. 

While I do not condone throwing soiled kitty litter 
on people, no matter how deserving, I can appreciate 
the passion and frustrations those militant types ex¬ 
hibit. I have yet to find a forum where my opinions 
can be shared in a respectful manner. And I shudder 
every time another healthy HIVer starts these known 
toxic drugs because “my doctor told me so.” 

When I was looking for a doctor I could work with 
I saw many so-called AIDS experts, recognizable 
names here in the city. I don’t have an ego nearly as 
large as some I encountered so I won’t embarrass 
them by name. I will tell you what a few of them said. 

One doctor, who has an AIDS book, and appeared 
in the B.A.R. and on television told me if I didn’t lis¬ 
ten to her and start meds I “would be dead in six 
months.” That was almost five years ago. A nurse prac¬ 
titioner at Ward 86 actually turned his back on me, 
shook his head, and accused me of “not being serious 
about your health” when I resisted his push to start 
meds. Another AIDS doctor, when asked why there 
were no studies for long-term, non-meds, non-pro- 
gressors like myself, said, “...because they are all 
dead.” Wow. I didn’t know I was so special. Seems to 
me that would lead to more reasons to study the phe¬ 
nomenon. 

All of this is to make a point about the lack of op¬ 
portunity to voice any opinion differing from the 
ever-changing status quo treatment guidelines de jour. 
I understand fear. I understand the meds are some¬ 
times, sadly, the only hope an HIVer has to cling to. 
But the early treatment push never made common 
sense. Just because your father and his father devel¬ 
oped diabetes, doesn’t mean you should start on in¬ 
sulin. You monitor your health and if and when the 
illness develops, you then take appropriate steps. 

This push to early treatment has resulted in: pre¬ 
viously healthy people reduced to cramping and hug¬ 
ging a toilet as a daily lifestyle; people who now have 
no treatment options as their illness progresses; peo¬ 
ple facing life-threatening liver damage; and the exis¬ 
tence of more deadly and drug-resistant strains of the 
virus. 

Can somebody please start a more objective dia¬ 
logue about this rush to meds?

High salaries not the problem 

This is in response to Wayne Turner’s critique of 
the Ryan White CARE Act [January 18]. 

Pat Christen’s high salary has been a lightning rod 
for disgruntled activists which both oversimplifies and 
personalizes a complex issue. For example, if her entire 
salary ($200,000 per year) were distributed to the 8,800 
people living with AIDS in San Francisco, the result 
would be all of $22.71 per year, per PWA or a whop¬ 
ping $0.06 per day per person. High executive salaries 
are not the problem; chronic underfunding, inflated 
pharmaceutical prices, exorbitant real estate prices, and 
a disastrous political landscape cause the problem. 

When people focus on Pat Christen’s salary, it be¬ 
comes personalized to her rather than generalized to 
the question of what is an exorbitant salary for some¬ 
one working in public health. There are those (and not 
just in the nether reaches of the Republican Party) who 
feel that people in public health should all be working 
for poverty wages. It is more useful to focus on the 
ratio of the highest paid worker to the lowest paid 
worker in an organization. Since the lowest paid work¬ 
ers generally are the ones with the most client contact, 
this would tend to benefit the clients by drawing and 
keeping highly skilled people in contact with clients. 

This was the first time someone outside of the dis¬ 
credited ACT UP/San Francisco-Michael Petrelis al¬ 
liance has challenged the “frill” programs such as “dog 
walking.” No one ever mentions, however, how much 
these programs cost. Unlike medical services that re¬ 
quire more highly trained and highly paid personnel, 
“dog walking” is an unskilled task. It is hard to believe 
that these programs cost very much. If these programs 
cost a lot, the critics should publish the cost. 

At this point with the Republicans in control of all 
three branches of government, it is very dangerous to 
charge that any AIDS program is overfunded. The 
pseudo-fiscal conservatives are almost salivating at the 
chance to cut social service spending and give the 
funds to missile defense.

Memories of Tallulah 

I agree with Richard Dodds’s January review that 
Tallulah is not the insightful play that it might be, but 
whether or not the script cheapens Bankhead’s mem¬ 
ory is a question for legitimate debate. 

This star of stage and screen was a lusty lady. My 
ex-wife Maria appeared on Broadway with her in a 
play called Foolish Notion, and my ex-mother-in-law 
Marlene Dietrich was her close friend - if not (as 
some have suggested) her occasional lover. They both 
had bawdy tales to tell of Tallulah, some of which have 
never been reported in the press. 

As an actress, Bankhead did her best work in The 
Little Foxes and The Skin of Our Teeth on Broadway 
and in A Royal Scandal and Lifeboat in films. But from 
the mid-1940s onward she parodied herself. 

She turned Cocteau’s serious play The Eagle Has 
Two Heads into high camp. (I saw this production, 
and the audience was in hysterics over the idea of Tal¬ 
lulah as a virgin queen!) This was the play from which 
she had Brando fired; he was replaced by Helmut 
Dantine. In 19491 acted in No Time For Comedy with 
Helmut; we became friends and he told me in graph¬ 
ic detail of the “services” which he was required to 
perform for his “star lady,” as he called her. I was also 
close friends with William Eythe, who was Tallulah’s 
leading man in A Royal Scandal, Bill, too, had raunchy 
tales to tell of Bankhead. 

I had many opportunities to spend time with 
Bankhead, but I chose to do so only once - at a bar and 
restaurant called Ralph’s on 45th Street in New York. 
She talked to me and two friends for hours nonstop 
about baseball, sex, and herself, not necessarily in that 
order, and I tell you true - that conversation was 
chock-full of sexual innuendoes and four letter words. 

Sandra Ryan Heyward’s script doesn’t reveal the sad, 
lonely lady which I believe Bankhead was in private, but 
her play and Kathleen Turner’s flamboyant performance 
are pretty accurate when it comes to the way Bankhead 
behaved with friends and in public appearances.

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Right turn for state GOP

; fter three straight defeats at 

~ I the polls, California Repub- 
f 1 licans met in Sacramento 
last weekend and the 1,400 dele¬ 
gates showed they have no interest 
in moderate politics as they elect¬ 
ed a slate of conservative officers. 

Los Angeles attorney Shawn 
Steel, a Republican right-winger, 
won a bitter contest for party chair 
over moderate former Assembly- 
man Leonard Firestone, a mil¬ 
lionaire wine maker and rubber 
heir. Firestone reportedly spent 
approximately $200,000 on his 
unsuccessful bid to gain control of 
the state party. In a contest 
that most Republicans 
conceded was a “stark 
move to the right,” Steel 
accused Firestone of sell¬ 
ing out party principles 
and said the GOP 
“simply needs to do a 
better job of pro¬ 
moting its 
ideals and get¬ 
ting its apa¬ 
thetic voters to 
the polls” in order to win elections. 

California Republicans have 
lost three statewide elections. Even 
as the GOP won the White House 
and retained control of the House 
of Representatives in November, 
its nominee for president, George 
W. Bush, lost the state to Demo¬ 
crat Al Gore by 1,300,000 votes. 
While Firestone supporters want¬ 
ed to reach out to moderates and 
independents - including women 
and California’s growing minori¬ 
ty population - Steel’s election as 
state chair suggests the party will 
take an even more conservative 
stand and continue to oppose 
abortion, gay rights, and gun con¬ 
trol. Steel’s backers, including 
some from the religious right such 
as the Reverend Lou Sheldon, ac¬ 
cused Firestone supporters of 
“pretending to be a bit more De¬ 
mocrat” and some Steel support¬ 
ers passed out literature calling 
GOP moderates “the real cancer 
in the Republican Party.” 

Hope for defeating Democratic 
Governor Gray Davis in the 2002 
gubernatorial election was also at 
a near all-time low as only one 
GOP possibility for governor 
bothered to show up. Secretary of 
State Bill Jones spoke to the dele¬ 
gates, worked the crowd, and re¬ 
portedly set off very few sparks 
among the conservative attendees. 
Two other suggested candidates 
for governor, actor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and L.A. banker 
William E. Simon Jr., both ig¬ 
nored the confab, with Simon re¬ 
portedly opting to take his family 
on a ski vacation instead. 

Not only were Republican 
moderates rebuffed at the conven¬ 
tion, top state GOP candidates 
stayed away, and national Repub¬ 
lican political stars avoided the 
confab as well. In fact, the sched¬ 
uled speaker at the Sunday prayer 
breakfast, Attorney General John 
Ashcroft, canceled, and the state 
Republicans quickly summoned 
controversial talk show host 
Laura Schlessinger as a replace¬ 
ment. Schlessinger, speaking of 
the absent Ashcroft, praised the 
attorney general, saying that “at 
least we can breathe a sign of re¬ 
lief that the Constitution is in ca¬ 
pable, God-fearing hands.” 

Schlessinger’s self-described 
“message of morality” included an 
attack on Democrats for being the 
party that’s “pro-gay, pro-abortion 
and anti-gun;” she closed her 
speech to a standing ovation by 
urging Republicans “to bring back 


morals to America.” 

While some Republicans in 
Sacramento tried to make politi¬ 
cal hay by blaming the state’s en¬ 
ergy crisis on Davis, California 
voters apparently aren’t feeling the 
same way about the governor. A 
Los Angeles Times poll this week 
showed Davis getting high marks 
for his efforts and the Times said 
that Californians are in fact blam¬ 
ing everyone but Davis - the poll 
shows California voters down on 
the Legislature, the Public Utilities 
Commission, and utility compa¬ 
nies like PG&E and Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia Edison. Voters seem quick 
to point out, too, that it was under 
former GOP Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son that all this got 
started. Indeed, even 
some Republicans in 
the capitol city last 
weekend were pri¬ 
vately saying that 
they would need 
much more than the 
energy crisis if they 
harbor any 
hope of de¬ 
feating Davis 
next year. The 
California Republicans reported¬ 
ly left their state convention even 
more divided and depressed than 
they were before they arrived and 
California Democrats and Davis 
wouldn’t have it any other way.

More from Washington: That 
“sample review” conducted by the 
Miami Herald that shows George 
W. Bush beat Democrat Al Gore in 
Dade County by 140 votes was just 
that - a sample review. No word, 
however, about the 23,000 votes 
reportedly thrown out in Democ¬ 
ratic areas, or the many African 
American voters who weren’t even 
allowed to vote in Jeb Bush’s Ba¬ 
nana Republic of Florida. 

Meanwhile, President Bush 
held his first news conference be¬ 
fore the White House press corps 
last week and the grades weren’t 
good. Dubya failed the grammar 
test miserably, sidestepped ques¬ 
tions, seemed quite unfamiliar 
with most important policy mat¬ 
ters, kept glancing at his notes that 
apparently contained prepared 
answers to anticipated questions, 
and, if anything, indicated that 
he’s likely to have very few of these 
press conferences in the future. 

Also, word from the White 
House press corps is that Bush’s 
press secretary, Ari Fleischer, is 
not faring much better. Reporters 
claim that Fleischer is seen as a 
spinner, not a substantive person, 
and it appears he’s definitely not 
in the “Texas loop” and doesn’t 
have the access that he should 
have to the boss; White House re¬ 
porters apparently were quick to 
note that Fleischer was unpre¬ 
pared, answered too many ques¬ 
tions with the usual “I’ll have to 
check that one out” and lacked the 
apparent access to Bush that all 
press spokespeople need to have. 

And it’s not a topic that most 
will discuss openly, but those close 
to Senator Strom Thurmond, the 
98-year-old Republican from 
South Carolina, fear that he is fail¬ 
ing quickly; even less sensitive 
Senate members report that 
North Carolina Senator Jesse 
Helms (R), 79, is also severely ill. 
Should either Thurmond or 
Helms leave the Senate before 
their terms end in January 2003, 
Democratic governors in either of 
those states would likely appoint a 
Democratic successor, giving con¬ 
trol of the U.S. Senate to the De¬ 
mocrats with 51 Democrats and 
49 Republicans in the Senate. The 


unprecedented agreement on 
power-sharing between the two 
parties (the Senate is now split 
evenly 50-50), consisting of equal 
representation on Senate commit¬ 
tees and other arrangements, 
would no longer be operative. The 
Senate likely would reorganize it¬ 
self with Minority Leader Tom 
Daschle in all probability replac¬ 
ing Republican Trent Lott as ma¬ 
jority leader and Democrats again 
taking over committee chairman¬ 
ships. This, of course, is not good 
news for President Bush.

Unfortunately, there will always 
be some crude jokes, but Supervi¬ 
sor Mark Leno deserves high 
marks for pushing to make San 
Francisco the first city to provide 
health insurance to cover sex- 
change operations for municipal 
workers. While there are currently 
only about 12 city workers identi¬ 
fied as transgender who could take 
advantage of the new benefits 
package, Leno worked tirelessly on 
the proposal, which was adopted 
last month by the city’s Health Ser¬ 
vices Board. The benefits package 
still must be approved by the 
Board of Supervisors. 

Washington, D.C. gossips are 
saying that President Bush and 
Federal Reserve Chairman Alan 
Greenspan, despite their public 
utterances, are on a collision course 
with Bush publicly predicting a se¬ 
rious economic downturn while 
the Fed boss remains the headmas¬ 
ter from the school of optimism. 

Still gloating, those Republi¬ 
cans: U.S. Representative John 
Doolittle, that notoriously anti¬ 
gay GOP congressman from the 
Sacramento area, speaking at a re¬ 
cent Placer County GOP dinner, 
drew big applause when he boast¬ 
ed that “This is the first time since 
1928 that we’ve got both houses of 
Congress, the presidency, and the 
Supreme Court.” 

So the Log Cabin Republicans 
are “honored” by their recent 
meeting with Attorney General 
John Ashcroft and his promise that 
his goal “is to make sure the coun¬ 
try understands he will enforce the 
law for all people.” Well, damn, 
that’s big news, huh? But isn’t that 
what the guy is supposed to do? 
Who is next on the Log Cabin 
lunch list, Laura Schlessinger? 

My “quote of the week” is from 
the Village Voice’s Michael Musto, 
speaking on the embarrassing

Gays & guns: A risky mix 


by Paula Martinac 


li sk any lesbian or gay man 
mm about the First Amendment 
IT and its protections of reli¬ 
gion, speech, and the right of as¬ 
sembly, and you’ll undoubtedly 
get some very passionate respons¬ 
es. But what about our Second 
Amendment right “to keep and 
bear arms”? Although many of us 
support gun control, there’s a new 
movement of pro-gun queers rais¬ 
ing provocative questions that 
may help our community arrive at 
solutions to the problem of anti¬ 
gay violence. 

It would be easy for progres¬ 
sives to dismiss the new attention- 
grabbing gays-for-guns move¬ 
ment as a strange offshoot of the 
gay male right. After all, the Pink 
Pistols, the lesbian and gay “shoot¬ 
ers” group that already has chap¬ 
ters in nine cities, took its inspira¬ 
tion from an opinion piece by 
conservative gay journalist 
Jonathan Rauch. 

In Web magazine Salon last 
year, Rauch complained that gay 
people have too often presented 
themselves as victims and haven’t 
been able to escape the stereotype 
of homosexuals as limp-wristed 
fags. Carrying concealed weapons 
that we know how to use could 
change our image and serve as the 
perfect deterrent to gay bashers. 
Unfortunately, Rauch forgot to 
talk about lesbians, whose stereo¬ 
type as swaggering bulldykes 
would have messed up his tidy ar¬ 
gument. 

Rauch’s position on guns is 
consistent with his politics. But 
now progressive-thinking queers 
are coming out as pro-gun as well, 
and lesbians and bisexual women 
are reportedly joining shooters 
groups, too. The co-founder of 
Pink Pistols, for example, voted 
for Ralph Nader in 2000. And a re¬ 
cent article in the Pittsburgh City 
Paper about the fledgling Pink 
Pistols chapter there interviewed a 
member of the group who is ac¬ 
tive in the Democratic Party but 
rejects the traditional liberal 
stance for tighter gun controls. 


What’s all this about? Under¬ 
standably, there is frustration in 
the queer community about our 
inability to protect ourselves. 
While we spend valuable money 
and time lobbying a resistant 
Congress for inclusion in the fed¬ 
eral hate crimes act, lesbians and 
gay men continue to be bashed 
and killed. 

Now some in our community 
are arguing that hate crimes 
legislation won’t do any 
good anyway. The answer, 
they suggest, is for us to start 
toting guns - not to stage a 
revolution, but just to bran¬ 
dish or use them when at¬ 
tacked. Once youthful 
gay bashers get the 
message that we’re 
armed and 
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dangerous, 
hate crimes 
won’t seem 
like so much fun and the stereo¬ 
type of gays as weak will shatter. 

It’s an interesting idea and one 
that crops up in the women’s 
movement, too, since so often vi¬ 
olent men view women and chil¬ 
dren as easy prey. The Massachu¬ 
setts-based group Arming Women 
Against Rape and Endangerment 
(AWARE) runs workshops that 
train participants to use every¬ 
thing from pepper spray to semi¬ 
automatic weapons. 

In addition, there’s a historical 
precedent for suggesting that the 
lesbian and gay community arm 
itself. In 1966, Huey P. Newton 
and Bobby Seale founded the 
Black Panther Party for Self-De¬ 
fense because they were fed up 
with the lack of progress the mod¬ 
erate, nonviolent leadership of the 
civil rights movement had made 
through legislative channels. The 
Black Panthers encouraged blacks 
to protest gun control and to arm 
themselves against persistent 
racial violence. Interestingly, the 
Web site for the Pink Pistols 
(www.pinkpistols.org) displays a 
quote attributed to Black Panther 
Stokely Carmichael: “I will be 
nonviolent with you as long as 
you are nonviolent with me.” 

But the persistent stereotype of 


men of color as violent and dan¬ 
gerous upsets the strategy of arm¬ 
ing gay people. In New York City, 
for example, police officers have 
been known to open fire when 
they “mistake” an unarmed black 
man’s wallet or pager for a hand¬ 
gun. For queer men of color, then, 
race complicates what to white 
pro-gun gays may look like an 
‘easy” solution. 

Although I don’t agree 
with Rauch and the Pink 
Pistols about guns, hate 
crimes legislation, or cow¬ 
boy individualism, I do believe 
we need to come up with new 
answers to anti-gay vio¬ 
lence. And I don’t mean 
sending additional les¬ 
bian and gay lobbyists to 
Washington. 


Lesbian Notions 


For more than 
30 years now, 
a variety of 
queer community-based solutions 

- everything from rioting in the 
streets to engaging in civil disobe¬ 
dience to founding social services 
to operating hate crimes hotlines 

- have enabled us to take care of 
ourselves when straight people 
turned away from our issues. 

Here’s one idea that a few com¬ 
munities have already tried. Be¬ 
cause anti-gay crimes often occur 
in neighborhoods where queers 
are visible and out, we might take 
New York City’s Guardian Angels 
as a model for group action. 
Founded in 1978, the Angels are 
volunteers who receive training in 
physical self-defense, the art of 
verbal negotiation, and first aid. 
They also learn civilian law and 
how to make citizens’ arrests. 

In the same way, queer safety 
patrols could operate as visual de¬ 
terrents to crime by sending an 
important message to potential 
bashers: Dykes and fags know how 
to take care of their own. T

Put your minority status to work at museum

■P hose who have always want- 
" ed to help expel the harmful 
H stereotypes and vicious slurs 
of the world finally have their 
chance, thanks to a unique event 
sponsored by the Bay Area Dis¬ 
covery Museum in Sausalito. 

The museum is seeking at least 
15 people to act as community fa¬ 
cilitators for “Face to Face,” a trav¬ 
eling exhibit from the Chicago 
Children’s Museum that teaches 
kids ages 5-10 about the types of 
discrimination and exclusion that 
target various populations. 

“Facilitators will basically be 
on hand to talk to kids and par¬ 


ents as questions and issues come 
up,” said Derek Henkle, 
spokesman for the museum and 
himself a gay man who is excited 
to see his own community repre¬ 
sented in the display. “Common 
things that come up are around 
gender identity, words like ‘sissy,’ 
and different types of families.” 

Volunteers must put in a mini¬ 
mum of three weekend half-days 
(of a few hours each) to help visi¬ 
tors interpret, understand, and in¬ 
teract with the exhibit; to enrich the 
theme of the exhibit through their 
individual and diverse experiences 
of prejudice; and to share their own 
approaches to creating inclusion 
and appreciation for diversity. 

' Face to Face” has been up 


since February 10 and will run 
through the middle of May. Those 
who would like to check out the 
exhibit also may want to catch 
“Cootie Shots,” a performance 
troupe that tackles diversity issues, 
performing at the museum this 
Saturday, March 3, from 11 a.m. to 
1 p.m.; this weekend, Cootie Shots 
will look at how recent anti-hate 
legislation is being implemented 
in the schools.

has an extraordinary opportunity 
to address the high price of the 
AIDS pandemic on the world’s 
poorest nations by keeping this ex¬ 
ecutive order in place. To reverse 
the executive order is to override a 
compassionate and strategic re¬ 
sponse to a global health crisis.” 

French continued, “We hope 
that President Bush will use every 


tool available - economic, trade, 
and diplomatic policies as well as 
humanitarian aid - to help these 
countries stop the spread of AIDS.” 

Locally, in mid-January, San 
Francisco Supervisor Chris Daly in¬ 
troduced a board resolution urging 
Bush to retain the executive order. 

From the other side, the phar¬ 
maceutical industry has pressured 
the new administration to change 
the policy, arguing that it allows 
poor countries to ignore intellec¬ 
tual property rights. The Pharma¬ 


ceutical Manufacturers Associa¬ 
tion of South Africa has filed a 
lawsuit against a 1997 South 
African law that enables the coun¬ 
try to obtain less expensive drugs 
through compulsory licensing and 
parallel importing; the case is 
scheduled to be heard in Pretoria 
High Court on March 5. South 
African and U.S. AIDS treatment 
activists have declared this Mon¬ 
day a “Global Day of Action and 
Solidarity” in support of those 
seeking affordable medications. ▼ 
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How did Rio’s Carnaval get to be so gay?

February 27, 1939 (62 years ago 
this week): Dressed like Carmen 
Miranda, hundreds of gay men 
join the street festivities of Rio de 
Janeiro's Carnaval. 

i or a few days every year, the 
streets of Rio de Janeiro 
overflow with beautiful 
women in elaborate plumed head¬ 
dresses, gold-lame bikinis, colorful 
sequined gowns, flowing di¬ 
aphanous robes, and other fanci¬ 
ful costumes, dancing to the pul¬ 
sating, syncopated rhythms of the 
samba and exuding a wild, unin¬ 
hibited sexual allure. This is Car¬ 
naval, Rio’s Mardi Gras festival, 
and these exotic, fantastic beauties 
are not women, but drag queens. 

With its street parties, parades, 
drag balls, and costume contests, 
Rio’s Carnaval, the three-day fes¬ 
tival leading up to Ash Wednes¬ 
day, has become the gayest event 
in Brazil. Today, the gay tourist 
industry in North America, Eu¬ 
rope, and Australia promotes the 
event as an international gay hol¬ 
iday, along the lines of Gay Pride 
Day in New York and San Fran¬ 
cisco, or Sydney’s Mardi Gras. 

But Rio’s Carnaval, which 
dates from the 17th century, was 
not always so gay. Although cross¬ 
dressing has long been part of the 
celebration, the men who dressed 
up as brides, pregnant women, or 
prostitutes were doing so in a 
comic parody of womanhood. 
Any suggestion that they might be 
homosexual would have appalled 
them. 

It was. only in 1930 that gay 
men began to have an organized 
presence at Carnaval. That year, a 
drag performer named Antonio 
Setta formed the Carnaval street 
group Cacadores de Veados (the 
Deer Hunters) - a play on the 
word viado, a Portuguese pejora¬ 
tive for an effeminate gay man. 
Setta and his friends paraded 
through the streets of Rio in lux¬ 
urious sequined gowns - very dif¬ 
ferent from the everyday female 
attire worn by heterosexual cross¬ 
dressers. 

The gay presence at Carnaval 
took a more definite form in 
1939. In early February, the 
Brazilian film Banana de Terra 
opened in Rio, with Carmen Mi¬ 
randa playing a baiana - a 
woman from the northeastern 
Brazilian state of Bahia - who 
sings and dances with a basket of 
fruit balanced on her turbaned 
head. Miranda would soon go to 
Hollywood and be immortalized

- and trapped - in this image, a 
semi-ridiculous, simplistic icon of 
South America. But she was 
revered by Brazil’s gay men, many 
of whom poured onto the streets 
of Rio in 1939, dressed like her in 
white hoop skirts and turbans. 
The falsa baiana soon became 
a fixture of the Carnaval 
celebration. 

Carnaval gay balls and 
costume contests devel¬ 
oped in the 1940s in sever¬ 
al of Rio’s vaudeville theaters. 
Although most of the men 
who attended were 
not in female drag - 
they were dressed as 
sailors or pirates, or 
in other flamboyant but mascu¬ 
line costumes - it was the se¬ 
quined and feathered drag queens 
who were the main attraction. 
Newspapers began to report on 
the gay balls in the 1950s, some 
with obvious disdain, others with 
condescension and even grudging 
admiration. One reporter in 1953 
noted the unusual social mix at 
these events: “Enthusiastically ex¬ 
pressing feelings repressed during 


the rest of the year, doctors, 
lawyers, waiters ..., diplomats, 
journalists, salesmen, in short, 
representatives of all social classes 
appear in very expensive cos¬ 
tumes belonging to the fragile 
sex.” 

But other Carnaval revel¬ 
ers often became hostile, at 
times jeering and throwing 
stones at the men in drag. 
After a riot broke out in 
1957, the government 
shut down the drag con¬ 
tests for a few years 
(though the balls 
continued) and in¬ 
creased the police se¬ 
curity in the area. 

The violence abated as the gay 
balls became more and more a 
spectacle, with huge crowds turn¬ 
ing out to see the men in extrava¬ 
gant costumes. By the 1960s, such 
events as the Baile dos Enxutos 
(Ball of Shapely Men) had be¬ 
come a major part of the Car¬ 
naval festivities (because of the 
popularity of this ball, the word 
enxuto became a common term 
for “gay”). 


Around the same time, a new 
tradition began. Drag queens who 
had been arrested during Car¬ 
naval (usually for creating a pub¬ 
lic disturbance, sometimes for 
same-sex kissing) started giving 
impromptu performances from 
the police station steps when they 
were released on Ash Wednesday 
morning. This became a regular 
post-Carnaval event. By 1966, 
more than 6,000 people were at¬ 
tending the gay balls, and some 
700 detainees were taking part in 
the Ash Wednesday parade from 
the police station. 

Except for the years 1971- 
1973, when Brazil’s military lead¬ 
ers attempted to stamp out public 
displays of homosexuality during 
Carnaval, the presence of cross¬ 
dressing and flamboyant gay men 
has continued to grow, becoming 
an indelible part of the Carnaval 
experience. And since 1984, the 
group Banda de Carmen Miran¬ 
da has organized a street celebra¬ 
tion in Rio’s Ipanema neighbor¬ 
hood specifically for the gay and 
lesbian community. 

Brazilian society on the whole 


remains distinctly hostile to ho¬ 
mosexuals, especially to effemi¬ 
nate men and transgendered peo¬ 
ple, and in an extremely violent 
manner. According to a report 
from 1996, “a homosexual is bru¬ 
tally murdered every four days [in 
Brazil], a victim of homophobia 
that pervades Brazilian society.” 
The gay rights movement in 
Brazil, begun in 1980, has had 
some success in improving condi¬ 
tions for gays and lesbians, espe¬ 
cially in Rio and Sao Paulo, but 
much more needs to be done. 

Still, despite the hostile envi¬ 
ronment, in the course of six 
decades, gay men - especially ef¬ 
feminate and transgendered men 
- have been able to carve out a 
proud place for themselves at 
Rio’s Carnaval. ▼

Lesbian cartoonist attacked

Community United Against 
I I Violence need the public’s 
help in apprehending the person 
responsible for attacking lesbian 
cartoonist Kris Kovick last month 
in Bernal Heights. 

Kovick, known for her work in 
the magazines Girljock and Burn¬ 
ing Bush and for her illustrations 
in many lesbian and feminist 
books, was reportedly walking 
through the neighborhood on the 
afternoon of January 17 when a 
man driving a 1990 blue and ma¬ 
roon Ford Ranger failed to stop at 
a stop sign at Montcalm and Al¬ 
abama while she was in the cross¬ 
walk. The driver brushed Kovick 
with his bumper, and she tapped 
the side of his truck with a shovel 
she was carrying. The assailant 
then made a U-turn and attempt¬ 
ed to hit her, forcing her to jump 
out of the way. He got out of his 
truck and yelled, “You bitch! No 
one touches my car. I’m a cop. I’m 
calling you in!” Kovick responded, 


“You’re not a cop or else you 
would have stopped. Go ahead 
and call 911, then tell them you 
tried to ram me - twice!” 

Kovick continued walking 
home. The assailant returned to 
his vehicle and followed her. He 
made another U-turn, screeching, 
then opened his glove box. 
Kovick, fearing he was reaching 
for a weapon, hurried her dog in¬ 
side. She then tried to get into her 
house while trying to prevent the 
assailant from getting out of his 
car. When he got his door open, he 
screamed, “I’m going to kill you, 
you fucking dyke!” 

Kovick turned and took six to 
eight punches to her neck, ribs, and 
spine. She read and yelled out the 
license plate to her upstairs neigh¬ 
bors, who wrote it down and called 
911. Police arrived 35 minutes later. 

The California license plate 
read at the scene was 5B50497. 
However, the registered owner of 
the vehicle does not match the de¬ 
scription of the attacker: a white 
male, 55 years of age, 5 feet 5 inch¬ 
es tall with close-cropped gray 
hair, wearing a blue jacket with an 


insignia on the chest. 

“It could be that a letter or num¬ 
ber was reversed when the plate was 
written down, or it could be that 
the driver was not in his own car,” 
said Tina D’Elia, hate violence sur¬ 
vivor program director at CUAV. 

One clue authorities do have is 
that the driver seemed very famil¬ 
iar with the neighborhood, be¬ 
cause a concerned neighbor who 
tried to follow him via automobile 
lost him. 

“It is suspicious that this per¬ 
son knows how to meander 
through Bernal Heights area,” said 
D’Elia, who noted that the case is 
being investigated as a hate crime. 

Anyone with information that 
may be useful to this case is asked 
to call Inspector Moore at the Spe¬ 
cial Investigations Unit at (415) 
553-1133, or Tina D’Elia at CUAV, 
(415) 777-5500, ext. 304. The case

“A person who thinks they may 
know something can give infor¬ 
mation confidentially,” said 
D’Elia. “Even if someone just 
wants to call in the correct license 
plate ... anything is helpful.” ▼ 


New officer on patrol in the Castro

|P|| astro regulars may be won- 
l \ dering about the new guy 
I 0 who walks around sporting 
crisp police blues. And while Dar¬ 
rin Dill will not be joining the 
young men for a round at the bars 
on uniform night, neighbors may 
run into him during a tavern 
brawl, while shopping for gro¬ 
ceries, or when taking a simple 
stroll on the street. 

Dill, 38, is the newest member 
of the San Francisco Patrol Special 
Police, a private force under the 
umbrella of the San Francisco Po¬ 
lice Department that is hired to 
protect the specific communities 
of the districts spanning from 
Upper Market to Mission. He 
joins Special Patrol Officers Jane 
Warner and Chuck Evans in their 
duties to respond to complaints 
and to prevent crime. 

“I see this as a helping posi¬ 
tion,” Dill told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. He has been on the job for 
about two weeks but has already

been making regular rounds, in¬ 
cluding meeting with community 
leaders like Castro Supervisor 
Mark Leno. 

“When I met Jane Warner 
about two years ago, I was so im¬ 
pressed watching what she did,” 
said Dill. “Whether she was work¬ 
ing with homeless folks, mer¬ 
chants, elected officials, or youth, 
she has a connection to every¬ 
body, and I knew I wanted to be a 
part of that.” 


As a certified drug counselor 
with an extensive background in 
treatment work and experience as a 
case manager, Dill says his empha¬ 
sis will be on referring people to 
services rather than arresting them. 

“I made it very clear that if they 
were looking for someone to kick 
butt and put people away, then 
they shouldn’t hire me,” said Dill. 
“I want everyone to know about 
the resources available to them so 
that they can get a leg up in life.” 

Yet Dill remains skillfully 
trained by the SFPD, and knows 
that someday he may have to use 
force. 

“Thankfully I haven’t come 
across any hate violence on my 
shifts,” he said, noting that so far 
his new work experience has been 
quite smooth. Dill, a gay man who 
lives in the South of Market district 
and frequents the Castro, looks 
forward to making his living pro¬ 
tecting people of all backgrounds. 

“Most of all I want to serve the 
community,” he said. “I have a lot 
to learn, but hopefully a lot to 
offer too.” ▼

(lop-IN-uh-veer/rit-ON-uh-veer) 


Read this leaflet carefully before you start taking KALETRA. Also, read it each time you get your KALETRA 
prescription refilled, in case something has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with your 
doctor when you start this medicine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if you have any questions about KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of 
medicine called an HIV (human immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is 
always used in combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people with human immunodeficiency 
virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune system. After a large number of T cells 
are destroyed, acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HTV to multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount 
of HIV in your blood and increases the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces the 
chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of KALETRA are not known 
at this time. People taking KALETRA may still get opportunistic infections or other conditions that 
happen with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, and 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 
Continue to practice safe sex and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change your treatment or stop 
treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. The dose of KALETRA may be 
different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual dose for adults is 3 capsules (400/100 mg) 
or 5.0 mL of the oral solution twice a day (morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 months to 12 years of age can also 
take KALETRA. The child’s doctor will decide the right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is very 
important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short 
time. The virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give KALETRA to others or take 
medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do If I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, take it as soon as possible 
and then take your next scheduled dose at its regular time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take 
the missed dose. Wait and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, contact your local poison control 
center or emergency room immediately. 

As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach of young children. KALETRA 
liquid contains a large amount of alcohol. If a toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the 
recommended dose of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your local 
poison control center or emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could cause serious side effects that could 
cause death. Before you take KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are taking or 
are planning to take. These include other prescription and non-prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please read the section titled 
“MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its ingredients, including ritonavir 
or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take without a prescription. You must tell 
your doctor about all the medicines you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 
MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA. 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can cause serious problems or death if 
taken with KALETRA: 

Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, 

D.H JE. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, Methergine, and others 
Halcion® (triazolam) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) 

Orap® (pimozide) 

Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Rhythmol® (propafenone) 

Seldane® (terfenadine) 

Tambocoi® (flecainide) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. 
Rifampin may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary 
supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to 


take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and lead to increased viral load 
and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross-resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® 
(simvastatin) because of possible serious reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); talk to your doctor before you 
take any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose of other medicines when you are also 
taking KALETRA. Remember to tell your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor about problems these two 
medicines can cause when taken together. You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low 
blood pressure, vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer 
than 4 hours, get medical help right away to avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can 
explain these symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ("the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you should use an additional or 
different type of contraception since KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood. Your 
doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take 
metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nausea and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or 
pharmacist. You should report any new or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your doctor may 
be able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are thought to be drug related are: 
abnormal stools (bowel movements), diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking 
KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

• Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver problems. People with liver disease such 
as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis C who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems 
including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it is unclear if KALETRA caused 
these liver problems because some patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their pancreas (pancreatitis), which 
may cause death. You have a higher chance of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor 
if you have nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The long-term chance of getting 
complications such as heart attacks or stroke due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by 
protease inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking protease inhibitors such as 
KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients 
need changes in their diabetes medicine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. 

• Changes in body fat happen in some patients getting anti-HIV medicines. These changes may include 
increased fat in the upper back and neck ("buffalo hump"), breast and abdomen (stomach area). Loss of fat 
from the face, legs, and arms may also happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these conditions 
are not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, these side effects may have been 
due to other medicines that patients were taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of KALETRA on pregnant women or their 
unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALETRA. You should not breast-feed if you 
have HIV. If you are a woman who has or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed 
your baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that HIV can 
be transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected with Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you 
should tell your doctor before taking KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new or more serious diabetes or high 
blood sugar. Tell your doctor if you have diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased bleeding. 

How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until the expiration date printed on the 
label. If stored at room temperature up to 77°F (25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be 
used within 2 months. 

• Avoid exposure to excessive heat. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any medicine 
away, it is out of the reach of children. 

General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any questions about this medicine or your 
condition. Medicines are sometimes prescribed for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information 
Leaflet. If you have any concerns about this medicine, ask your doctor. Your doctor or pharmacist can give you 
information about this medicine that was written for health care professionals. Do not use this medicine for a 
condition for which it was not prescribed. Do not share this medicine with other people.

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Trouble in Dallas, New 
York for Boy Scouts

J|| re the Boy Scouts of Amer- 
1 ica cooking the books? An 
explosive article in the Dal¬ 
las Morning News of February 25 
headlined a 25 percent decline in 
membership in the regional coun¬ 
cil from what has been claimed. 
The news account was based on 
internal documents leaked to the 
paper that are tied to an ongoing 
mail fraud investigation of the 
council by the U.S. Postal Service. 

The Circle Ten Council, cover¬ 
ing 11 counties in the Dallas area, 
until recently claimed to be the 
fifth largest in the nation serving 
about 74,000 traditional scouts. 
The mail fraud investigation cen¬ 
ters on inflating that figure with 
“ghost scouts,” primarily in lower 
income and minority neighbor¬ 
hoods. The leaked documents re¬ 
vise membership figures down¬ 
ward by nearly a quarter. 

In a statement released Febru¬ 
ary 22, Circle Ten acknowledged 
dramatic losses in membership 
and attributed it in part to nega¬ 
tive publicity associated with the 
U.S. Supreme Court decision last 
June that allowed the BSA to ex¬ 
clude gays. Council president 
Bobby Lyle said, “Unfortunately, 
we’re in a period where Scout 
numbers are suffering across the 
country from the national policy.” 

That statement is in direct con¬ 
tradiction to the spin being put 


out by BSA national headquarters 
a few miles down the road in Irv¬ 
ing, Texas. National spokesman 
Gregg Shields claims that there 
has been little fallout from their 
anti-gay policy, and maintains 
that national membership grew by 
nearly 1 percent last year. 

Regardless of what the figures 
were last year, many signs point to a 
decline in membership in the cur¬ 
rent and ensuing years. These in¬ 
clude the national expulsion of 
scout troops in Oak Park, Illinois, 
the decision by Reform Judaism to 
disassociate themselves from spon¬ 
sorship of scouting activities, simi¬ 
lar actions by scores of local gov¬ 
ernment agencies, and individual 
acts of conscience across the nation. 

The United Way of Metropoli¬ 
tan Dallas has taken the mail 
fraud investigation very seriously 
and is conducting its own audit of 
membership numbers claimed by 
Council Ten. It could have an im¬ 
pact on the distribution of funds 
to the organization. 

Problems in New York 

The New York City Council is 
threatening to pull all support 
from the Boy Scouts for its anti-gay 
policies. It held a committee hear¬ 
ing on February 26 to grill leaders 
of the Greater New York Councils, 
BSA, which runs programs for 
about 130,000 youth in the region. 

The New York BSA leaders 
called the national policy “repug¬ 
nant” and “stupid.” It joined other 


councils in Rhode Island, Min¬ 
nesota, and California in calling 
on the national headquarters to 
renounce the policy. 

“We would like to be an agent 
of change,” said Deryck A. Palmer, 
a local BSA official, in pleading for 
six months in which to try to 
change the national position. He 
said the local governing board re¬ 
cently voted overwhelmingly to 
take the action. 

Michael O’Connor, a member 
of the NYC board and a former 
city transit police chief, called the 
BSA national board “a bunch of 
rednecks from Texas.” His other 
colleagues at the public meeting 
were more diplomatic. 

“We need a policy that is ac¬ 
ceptable for all New Yorkers and a 
policy that is completely free of 
discrimination,” said Daniel R. 
Gaspare, chief executive of the 
New York Councils. There were 
hints that if the national did not 
change its policy, the local coun¬ 
cils would withdraw from affilia¬ 
tion with that body. 

Manhattan City Councilman 
Philip Reed, who is openly gay, 
told the New York Times that he 
sensed “a real sincerity on their 
part to resolve this.” The commit¬ 
tee agreed to give local Scout lead¬ 
ers four months to try to persuade 
the national organization to 
change its policy. 

BSA officials at the national 
headquarters are hunkering down 
and not talking with the media. T 


Supreme Court hems in ADA

he Americans with Disabili- 
< ties Act does not allow em¬ 
ployees to sue state govern¬ 
ments for damages, said the U.S. 
Supreme Court on February 21. 
However, the decision does not af¬ 
fect the ability to sue for corrective 
action. The immediate practical 
impact is limited but some ob¬ 
servers fear that it points toward 
further restrictions by the court in 
future cases. 

In Alabama v. Garrett , nurse 
Patricia Garrett was assigned a 
lower paying job after returning 
from treatment for breast cancer. 
She sued for damages in federal 
court, losing initially and winning 
on appeal before the matter head¬ 
ed to the Supreme Court. 

The matter has been a con¬ 
tentious one, with 14 states taking 
the unusual step of filing a brief in 
support of Garrett, arguing that 
disabled workers should indeed 
have the right to sue for damages 
from states under federal law. 

The 5-to-4 majority opinion 
written by Chief Justice William 
H. Rehnquist found that the leg¬ 
islative record did not establish a 


pattern of irrational behavior in 
these matters by states that justi¬ 
fied overriding their sovereign im¬ 
munity. It continued a pattern of 
the five-member majority of rein¬ 
ing in federal jurisdiction. 

The rationale prompted a vig¬ 
orous rebuke in the minority opin¬ 
ion written by Justice Stephen G. 
Breyer. He was chief counsel to the 
Senate Judiciary Committee when 
it passed the ADA. “Congress com¬ 
piled a vast legislative record docu¬ 
menting ‘massive, society-wide dis¬ 
crimination’ against persons with 
disabilities,” said Breyer. 

The Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund filed an am¬ 
icus brief in support of Garrett, 
and was disappointed with the 
ruling. “While this is a serious 
blow to the power of the ADA, it is 
far from fatal, and those with dis¬ 
abilities are far from powerless,” 
said Catherine A. Hanssens, direc¬ 
tor of Lambda’s AIDS Project. 

“States’ legal obligations under 
the ADA have not changed, and 
the federal government retains the 
ability and responsibility to pur¬ 
sue state discriminators,” she said. 

Lambda’s legal director Ruth E. 
Harlow said, “The court has ex¬ 
ceeded jts power and second- 


guessed Congress’ determination 
that a broad range of remedies are 
necessary to end entrenched dis¬ 
ability discrimination by the states.” 

“We sometimes tend to fixate 
on the ADA and federal law as if it 
is the end-all and be-all,” said 
Arthur Leonard, a professor at the 
New York Law School and editor 
of Lesbian/Gay Law Notes. He said 
there is “a robust body of case law 
protecting people with HIV/AIDS 
under Section 504 of the Rehabil¬ 
itation Act,” that preceded the 
ADA and applies to agencies re¬ 
ceiving federal money. 

Leonard added, “It is impor¬ 
tant to remember that laws in ef¬ 
fect in almost every state forbid 
disability discrimination by the 
state government in its employ¬ 
ment practices and public ser¬ 
vices.” He suggested that federal 
court may not always be the best 
place to file a disability claim. 

The New York Times editorial¬ 
ized that the court had usurped 
congressional power. The Wash¬ 
ington Post wrote, “In order to 
protect the states against disabili¬ 
ty discrimination suits, the court 
had to shackle further the federal 
power to ensure equal protection 
under law.” ▼ 


Gay pastor voted out of Dallas church

T he former Mill Valley minis¬ 
ter who claimed to have lost 
his memory 17 years ago 
after a violent attack, has been 
voted out of the predominately 
gay church in Dallas where he was 
recently hired as pastor. 


James Simmons asked for the 
vote and announced his resigna¬ 
tion after he failed to garner two- 
thirds of the congregation’s confi¬ 
dence. Of the 182 people who cast 
their ballots last Friday, February 
23,106 voted that they wanted to 
keep him as their pastor. That was 
just 15 votes shy of the 121 votes 
needed. 


White Rock Community 
Church spokesman, Matt Mc¬ 
Queen, told the Bay Area Reporter 
that many in the congregation 
voted against Simmons because of 
the tremendous amount of press 
attention focused on the church.

CAPE’s first awards 
dinner offers hope

February 24 awards dinner 
II hosted by California Al- 
r i liance for Pride and Equal¬ 
ity, the two and a half year old 
statewide LGBT lobbying organi¬ 
zation, raised over $60,000 and 
hopes that a gay legislative agenda 
might pass this year. 

Aside from being a political 
pep rally, the 350 supporters who 
filled the Fairmont Miramar 
Hotel in Santa Monica also came 
to honor the night’s “CAPE Cru¬ 
saders” - actress/activist Judith 
Light, Tanqueray’s AID- 
SRidesUSA and breast cancer 
fundraiser Dan Pallotta, family 
law attorney Roberta Bennett, 
Wells Fargo Foundation Vice Pres¬ 
ident Jonathan Weedman, and 
United Farm Workers co-founder 
Dolores Huerta. The dinner was 
emceed by state Senator Sheila 
James Kuehl (D-Los Angeles), 
who praised CAPE and the work 
of Executive Director Jean Harris 
and lobbyist Eric Astacaan. Kuehl 
also read a laudatory message 
from Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco), who 
was unable to attend the event. 

San Diego’s freshman Assem¬ 
blywoman Christine Kehoe (D) 
defied the rain to attend. “This or¬ 
ganization is so important. It’s the 
one organization that is lobbying 
statewide for our issues so it’s crit¬ 
ical that we give our support,” 
Kehoe said in a quick interview. 
“There’s a good chance a domestic 
partner package will pass. We’re 
working for full equality for gays 
and lesbians. The process is to al¬ 
ways keep pushing and putting 
our measures on the table. We 
have to look for the positive in all 
this. I think we will have gay mar¬ 
riage - but first there’s the domes¬ 
tic partnership package.” 

(At a news conference on 
Thursday, West Hollywood Assem¬ 
blyman Paul Koretz (D) will intro¬ 
duce his civil unions bill, AB1338, 
co-authored by Assemblymembers 
Jackie Goldberg, Migden, and 
Herb Wesson and state Senator 
Kuehl. CAPE’s other priorities are a 
gender-identity bill and a second 
parent adoption bill.) 

To much fanfare, Harris 
launched a new campaign effort en¬ 
titled “Raise a Million Voices,” de¬ 
signed to sign up CAPE supporters 
at both the individual and organiza¬ 
tional level. The campaign also is in¬ 
tended to increase CAPE’s budget to 
$1 million (Empire State, New York’s 
lobbying group, has a budget of $1.8 
million). Harris also announced the 
launch of a Web site 
(www.raiseamillionvoices.org), ex¬ 
pected to be completed in late

March, enabling visitors to sign up 
online. CAPE currently has over 
200,000 members and claims to be 
the “largest, fastest growing statewide 
LGBT organization in the country.” 

Harris said CAPE has a four 
point “action focus:” 1) to educate 
activists through newsletters and e- 
mail action alerts about upcoming 
legislation and recommended ac¬ 
tion; 2) to develop a political action 
component that would cultivate 
LGBT candidates and endorse 
those seeking election to statewide 
office; 3) to stay “campaign ready” 
and prepared to fight anti-gay 
statewide measures; and 4) to de¬ 
velop a 501(c)(3) education arm to 
proactively educate and organize 
voters about laws effecting LGBT 
people. A “centerpiece” of the edu¬ 
cation effort is the Fair Workplace 
Project to encourage businesses to 
be nondiscriminatory. 

Investor Anita May Rosenstein 
launched the fundraising drive by 
creating and underwriting the 
promotional “Raise a Million 
Voices” campaign and pledging 
$5,000. Dinner co-chair David 
Bohnett and new board co-chair 
Kathy Levinson gave $10,000 
each; Bank of America and the 
Lear Family Foundation pledged 
$5,000 each; and several individu¬ 
als gave $1,000. 

Soaring speeches 

But the well-produced two and 
a half hour awards ceremony was 
elevated from the usual dinner 
event by the caliber of speeches, 
some homey, some soaring. Kuehl’s 
positive keynote set the tone, as did 
Weedman’s pledge that Wells Fargo 
will always be there to help. San 
Diego CAPE board co-chair Nicole 
Murray-Rameriz introduced Juani¬ 
ta Chavez, who introduced “my 
wife” Shannon Tool and accepted 
the award on behalf of her ill moth¬ 
er, Dolores Huerta. David Abbitt 
and Allison Bennett-Rotter intro¬ 
duced their mother, longtime ac¬ 


tivist Roberta Bennett, who spoke 
from her heart about her late 
friends upon whose shoulders the 
community now stands, her part¬ 
ner Robin, her children, and her 
grandchildren Samatha, 5, and 
Madison, 3, whom she brought to 
the stage. Daughter Christina could 
not attend, Bennett said, because 
she’s in Seattle visiting the two gay 
men for whom she is bearing twins 
as a surrogate mother. 

But it was the speeches by 
Light that left the audience 
stunned with inspiration. 

Light noted her passage from a 
“shamefully romantic and idealis¬ 
tic dreamer” to someone who was 
“appalled” to discover with the ad¬ 
vent of the AIDS epidemic that 
“this country is not as compas¬ 
sionate as it pretends to be.” But as 
the gay community “turned anger 
into determination and anguish 
into creativity,” gays became her 
role models and mentors. “You are 
here, in fact, to lead,” she said, “to 
show us another way.” The 
straight world has become “so 
brainwashed,” never more star¬ 
tling than in its reaction to gays, 
believing that hate is Christian 
and passing legislation and poli¬ 
cies that “require deception.” The 
straight world “is not aware of 
how deeply pathological it is.” But 
gays are uniquely situated to “cre¬ 
ate the shift in the wind” to an¬ 
swer prayers for truth and change. 
“We need you.” 

Pallotta talked about his pro¬ 
found identification “with the vi¬ 
sion of America.” As a teenager he 
dreamed of being president of the 
United States. But that dream died 
when he discovered he was gay 
and “an outsider in my own coun¬ 
try.” The 23 million infected with 
AIDS in sub-Saharan Africa “are 
outcasts and strangers too,” he 
said. “What has distinguished the 
gay and lesbian community over 
the last 20 years is the way that we 
have stood for the American 
dream in the age of AIDS. ... We 
must bring the same passion to 
the AIDS epidemic in Africa that 
we brought to the AIDS epidemic 
in our backyards. We must 
demonstrate to America that our 
AIDS organizing was not an act of 
self-involvement, but a common 
and decent expression of human 
kindness, and one that has no 
bounds and knows no borders.... 

I am talking about a radical de¬ 
parture from marginalizing our¬ 
selves by standing only in the nar¬ 
rowness of our own issues, to ex¬ 
panding ourselves. ... Let us be 
the keepers of the flame of Martin 
Luther King and Robert Kennedy. 
Let us give the children a reason, 
once again, to be excited, about 
the idea, of America.” T

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Peripheral neuropathy and HIV

P eripheral neuropathy is a 
dying back of nerve fibers, 
particularly in the extremi¬ 
ties of feet, legs, and hands. Often 
it is associated with diabetes. Au¬ 
topsies have shown that it is pre¬ 
sent in virtually all those with ad¬ 
vanced HIV disease, though only 
about 30 percent will report the 
sensory “pins and needles” feeling 
associated with this nerve injury. 

Justin McArthur, a leading fig¬ 
ure in the study of neurological as¬ 
pects of HIV infection and its treat¬ 
ment, presented work being done 
at Johns Hopkins University and 
elsewhere to attendees of the eighth 
annual Conference on Retrovirus¬ 
es and Opportunistic Infections 
held last month in Chicago. 

McArthur said that HIV disease 
itself can produce neuropathy. “The 
most important single predictive 
risk factor for developing HIV sen¬ 
sory neuropathy is viral load,” he 
said. About a quarter of those with 
a high viral load set point will de¬ 
velop sensory neuropathy over a 
10-year period. Older age, wasting, 
lower CD4 count, and the presence 
of other neuropathy producing 
conditions such as diabetes also in¬ 
crease the likelihood of developing 
this problem. 

McArthur has developed a skin 
punch biopsy that is less invasive 
than older techniques of measur¬ 
ing nerve dysfunction. It can “offer 
an important window into the 
structure and damage” of neu¬ 
ropathy. Through a series of slides, 
he showed macrophage activation 
around swollen nerve fibers. Over 


a short period of time the fibers 
degenerate, then disappear. 

He drew upon studies that 
have associated increased levels of 
tumor necrosis factor-alpha 
(TNF-a) in the brain with demen¬ 
tia, and he speculated that in¬ 
creased production of TNF-a and 
other inflammatory cytokines by 
macrophages is responsible for 
nerve death. 

Mitochondrial toxicity 

McArthur separated out toxici¬ 
ty associated with the “d” drugs (di- 
danosine [ddl], stavudine [d4T], 
and zalcitabine [ddC]) that have 
similar overlapping neuropathic 
characteristics. Drug induced neu¬ 
ropathy may reverse when the reg¬ 
imen is changed, though nerve re¬ 
generation is a slow process. 

“Dideoxynucleoside [the ‘d’ 
drugs] toxicity is much more 
common in patients who have 
distal [distant] neuropathy from 
diabetes or cancer chemotherapy. 


It seems to be cumulative or pos¬ 
sibly even multiple with double 
dideoxynucleoside regimens,” he 
said (see chart below). Acute sen¬ 
sory neuropathy also has been 
linked to lactic acidosis and 
should be seen as a warning sign 
to that life-threatening condition. 

Most researchers and clinicians 
believe that the “d” drugs inhibit 
mitochondrial DNA replication, 
said McArthur. There is a general 
correlation that the more potent 
the drug, the more likely it is to 
produce greater neuropathy in a 
greater percentage of patients. 

Researchers at Johns Hopkins 
have tried to find an animal model 
of neuropathy. But rats dosed with 
high levels of “d” drugs did not 
show any sign of nerve damage as 
is seen in humans. So they devel¬ 
oped a laboratory nerve tissue cul¬ 
ture to test toxicity. 

“Within three hours of expo¬ 
sure to ddC there is extensive 
pruning” of the nerve tissue cul¬ 


ture, mimicking what McArthur 
has seen in patient skin biopsies. 
He tried different concentrations 
of different antiretroviral drugs. 
Far away the most toxic was ddC, 
while ddl and d4T showed toxici¬ 
ty only at higher concentrations. 
“With AZT there is minimal effect 
on neuron outgrowth.” 

In tissue cultures, “one can ap¬ 
parently rescue the neurons by 
using pyruvate and uridine,” he 
said. That opens the possibility of 
at least stabilizing further decline 
in nerve cells and perhaps even 
stimulating their re-growth. 

Treatments and research 

Amitriptyline and topical lido- 
caine have shown “no significant 
effect on neuropathic pain” in 
clinical trials. Lamotrigine, a new 
anticonvulsive agent, “showed a 
very significant effect on neuro¬ 
pathic pain” in data published last 
year. Nerve growth factor showed 
similar impressive results “but in¬ 
dustry support is not there” for 
additional trials. 

Nerve regeneration is mea¬ 
sured in months or years rather 
than weeks, said McArthur, which 
increases the difficulty and cost of 
clinical trials. Furthermore, exist¬ 
ing pain outcome measures “are 
relatively crude and require a large 
sample size.” They are geared more 
toward the larger central nervous 
system rather than the smaller pe¬ 
ripheral nerves where HIV-related 
neuropathy tends to occur. 

He presented a model “to 
rapidly test regenerative agents” 
for sensory neuropathy. Cap¬ 
saicin, an extract of red pepper, is 
applied to a small portion of skin

for two days to destroy nerve 
fibers there. The fibers begin to re¬ 
grow within two weeks and nor¬ 
mal density is restored within 
about 60 days. Diabetic patients 
show a much slower re-growth of 
nerve fibers. Study has begun in 
patients with HIV-related and 
drug-related neuropathy. 

McArthur believes the model 
can be used to measure if particu¬ 
lar trial interventions speed up the 
re-growth of peripheral nerve 
fibers and if so, by how much. 
This will allow chemical agents to 
be tested for effect more quickly 
and at reduced cost. 

He pushed for fast track trials 
of regenerative agents such as tim- 
codar, a neutrophilin “which acts 
downstream of nerve growth fac¬ 
tor to stimulate nerve fiber repair.” 

McArthur also encouraged 
physicians to “improve their 
screening techniques” for neu¬ 
ropathy by using both symptom 
questionnaires and techniques 
such as skin biopsy, particularly 
with patients on the “d” drugs. 
Presently the best way to deal with 
neuropathy is to remove those 
drugs that may be causing or 
worsening the problem. T

Carmichael, who while on the air¬ 
plane in Dallas, got into an argu¬ 
ment with a passenger who was 
occupying a seat Carmichael had 
been told was reserved for his ill 
brother. During a scuffle after 
Carmichael got off the plane, he 
fell on a police officer, who re¬ 
ported that he suffered an injury 
as a result. During last week’s 
hearing, however, Carmichael 
raised questions over how the of¬ 
ficer was injured, and presented 
evidence that contradicted the 
prosecution’s case. 

Additionally, Carmichael told 
the judge, he believes the case 
against him was trumped up be¬ 
cause he is gay and HIV-positive. 
Following the incident at the air¬ 
port, Carmichael was transported 
to Valley Medical Center, where he 
told the attending physician about 
his HIV status. While there, 
Carmichael said, officers appar¬ 
ently overheard his conversation 
and then Carmichael said he was 
forcibly held him down while a 
blood sample was taken without 
his consent. 

“This case is about AIDS-pho- 


bia,” Carmichael told the judge. 
“No one had any complaint until 
I told the doctor I’m HIV-positive. 
I maintain the officers perjured 
themselves.” 

Carmichael testified that his 
own medical records show that at 
the time of his arrest he had no 
scratches or evidence of any cuts, 
abrasions, or lacerations. 

During the hearing the prose¬ 
cutor, Deputy District Attorney 
David Soares, didn’t say much, but 
the judge indicated he can re¬ 
spond when the case resumes next 
week. 

In an interview Tuesday, Feb¬ 
ruary 27 with the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, Soares said that the case 
was not brought against 
Carmichael because of his HIV 
status. Soares said he has person¬ 
ally been affected by the AIDS epi¬ 
demic, and said he had someone 
he considered a friend die of the 
disease. 

Have injury, will travel 

Perhaps the most significant 
evidence Carmichael presented in 
his defense surrounded the multi¬ 
ple reports of the injury sustained 
by the police officer. What was 
originally reported by prosecutors 
to be a broken arm turned out to 


be a sprain, Carmichael testified, 
who added that he believes even 
that diagnosis is questionable. 

According to medical records 
Carmichael obtained through dis¬ 
covery, the officer initially was 
treated for a sprained wrist. That 
became a sprained arm, which 
later became a sprained forearm, 
which became a sprained upper 
elbow, which became a possible 
forearm sprain or stress, 
Carmichael told the judge. 

“He testified he was in such ex¬ 
treme pain he couldn’t drive,” said 
Carmichael, who maintained that 
the officer did not suffer an injury, 
and if he was hurt, the injury oc¬ 
curred as he tried to lift 
Carmichael when he was in a 
wheelchair en route from the air¬ 
port to Valley Medical Center - 
not when Carmichael fell on him 
because he was caught off balance 
by officers. 

Soares disputed Carmichael’s 
version of events, and maintained 
the officer did suffer a sprain. 
During the trial, Soares said, evi¬ 
dence was presented that showed 
the officer was “clearly injured.” 

Maintaining he had ineffective 
counsel, Carmichael - who has 
been in jail since his arrest six 
months ago - testified that his 
former attorney, public defender 
Ed Nino, failed to cross-examine 
witnesses during his trial. The of¬ 
ficer who was allegedly injured, 
Carmichael said, was able to 
throw some car keys 60 feet “with 
a broken arm” and drive back to 
the police station, where he 
changed clothes. None of that was 
mentioned during the trial, 
Carmichael said. 

“Mr. Nino never grasped my 
case and totally sabotaged my de¬ 
fense,” Carmichael said. 

Indeed, Carmichael said that 
during his trial, Nino didn’t ask 


him any questions and instead 
for some inexplicable reason, 
asked him to remove his jacket 
and shirt, after which the defense 
rested. Nino appeared before the 
judge last Friday to explain why 
some photographs and 
Carmichael’s social history were 
not turned over to him. Nino told 
the judge that copies of the pho¬ 
tos had been given to 
Carmichael; Carmichael waved 
some paper copies of the photos, 
which were of such poor quality 
that he said Nino could have 
them back. The pictures, 
Carmichael said, would have 
shown that the airport jetway was 
carpeted, not concrete as was 
maintained during the trial. 

During his trial, Carmichael 
told the judge, prosecutors 
brought out some of his prior his¬ 
tory, including an incident in 
1993. Prosecutors maintained that 
Carmichael voiced homicidal in¬ 
tent during that incident, but the 
California Highway Patrol report 
presented a different picture. For 
some reason, prosecutors could 
not find that report, but 
Carmichael had it last week and 
entered it as evidence. 

“I did not voice homicidal in¬ 
tent,” said Carmichael. 

Soares told the B.A.R. that he 
had a court officer look for that 
report, but that the CHP had 
purged it from their files. He said 
that the copy of the report 
Carmichael presented came from 
the Orange County Public De¬ 
fender’s office, to which he did not 
have had access. ▼

“Police already shake down our 
outreach workers on the street, 
who hold information about peo¬ 
ple’s drug use, for instance. As it 
stands, our workers would go to 
jail before they gave up identities, 
but this new form puts them and 
their clients at great danger,” said 
Podzin. 

Another Berkeley Free Clinic 
worker said that the additional in¬ 
formation made it easy for leaks at 
the local level. 

“Before the form, all I had to 
do to not know someone’s busi¬ 
ness was to make sure I didn’t see 
their testing number,” he said. 
“Now the temptation is greater for 
a worker. If someone you know 
comes in and you know their date 
of birth or ZIP code, you could 
easily match up a test result with 
an identity.” 

There is also a section on the 
form that asks how a person was 
referred to HIV testing. If that 
person checks the box that he or 
she came on the advice of an STD 


clinic, that gives yet another trail 
of information useful in deter¬ 
mining identity. 

The state forms are in use 
throughout California; a different 
and more extensive form is in use 
in San Francisco, issued through 
the Department of Public Health. 
According to the concerned ac¬ 
tivists, the San Francisco form - 
which asks for age, race, birth 
date, the first and last letter of the 
last name as well as the number of 
letters in the last name and the 
first letter of the mother’s maiden 
name (in addition to document¬ 
ing behavior such as unsafe sex 
and drug use) - may soon be in 
use at many testing sites through¬ 
out the city, like the AIDS Health 
Project run through the Universi¬ 
ty of California, San Francisco 
(calls to AHP to confirm this were 
not returned). 

To the activists who are raising 
objections, their reasons for doing 
so are simple. Anonymous testing 
should be separate from testing 
systems set up to collect identify¬ 
ing data. The word anonymous, 
they say, should continue to mean 
anonymous. ▼

Senate this year. But the longer- 
term prospects for passing the 
House and having it signed by the 
president will depend on a broad¬ 
er strategy. 

He said, “If everybody is 
brought in early in a negotiation 
like this, and if each side is con¬ 
vinced that you respect them and 
their perspective, and you are out 
for a win-win for everybody, I 
think you can move a lot. But if 
the perception is that you are 
doing this to force me to do some¬ 
thing that I don’t want to do, guess 


what, I’m going to show you.” 

Tafel believes that “part of the 
strategy of the gay groups in Texas 
[on moving hate crimes legislation] 
was to embarrass Bush.” On that 
count it succeeded, but it did not re¬ 
sult in the legislation being enacted. 
He is afraid that the same strategy 
might play out at the national level. 

But Tafel is encouraged by the 
fact that the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign has not yet pushed for the 
formal introduction of either hate 
crimes or employment non-dis¬ 
crimination legislation. That may 
improve the odds of creating a 
process and negotiating language 
where the administration feels it 
has a stake in passage. ▼

ed that the cost to businesses cov¬ 
ered would match anticipated en¬ 
rollment rates of 1/2 to 3 percent, 
based on reports from elsewhere, 
including Los Angeles and Seattle. 
The ordinance is modeled largely 
on San Francisco’s. 

The city manager’s office has es¬ 
timated that the cost - if every con¬ 
tracting firm passed on increases to 
the city of Berkeley - could run 
from $30,000 to $300,000. 

Kamlarz said Berkeley has 
stressed educating business and 
found that anxiety over the legis¬ 
lation “decreased dramatically” 
through discussions via local 
focus groups for commercial and 
nonprofit firms. 

After passage of its ordinance, 
San Francisco dropped contracts 
with some firms, including office 
suppliers and construction con¬ 
tractors, Kamlarz noted. Both of¬ 


ficials said it was important to 
work with local unions as well as 
business management. 

A city survey of 474 employers 
in Berkeley with contracts of 
$25,000 or more drew 176 re¬ 
sponses, Kamlarz said. About 47 
percent offered no domestic part¬ 
ner benefits, 29 percent offered 


them to both spouses and partners, 
and 24 percent to spouses only. 

Around 75 percent of respond¬ 
ing firms said their DP policies con¬ 
formed with existing requirements. 

Worthington, who has long 
pressed for the legislation, said non¬ 
profits probably face the strongest 
impact. “We think it’s going to affect 
more nonprofits than for-profit 


businesses,” he said, because com¬ 
mercial businesses generally pro¬ 
vide benefits under the existing 
human rights screening process. 

“For some nonprofits with [city] 
contracts, we might decide to in¬ 
crease grants” to offset some of the 
burden, the council member added. 

“It’s a morally preferable thing 


to do ... nonprofits will be able to 
function, and we can assist them.” 

In 1984, the Berkeley City 
Council adopted a policy extend¬ 
ing employee benefits to domestic 
partners. In 1991, the council 
broadened the policy beyond city 
employees, offering couples the 
option of registering as domestic 
partners. ▼

tion may have been concerned 
that the media distraction would 
continue. 

“I think some are also con¬ 
cerned about the future months,” 
Simmons said. “They want to give 
me some time to actually get to 
know myself and my family. So 
some is concern for myself as well.” 

Simmons, 49, gave his last ser¬ 
mon on Sunday, February 25. He 
bought a house in Dallas and said 
he would continue to attend the 
church as a member. Simmons 


added that he would continue to 
work with his family and physi¬ 
cians to regain his memory. 

The church hired Simmons as 
its pastor in December. After his 
first sermon, someone in the con¬ 
gregation recognized him as Barre 
Cox, a man who disappeared 
more than 16 years ago. 

At the time of his disappear¬ 
ance, Cox had recently begun a 
job as a youth minister for a 
prominent San Antonio church. 
He had a wife and 6-month-old 
daughter. 

His car was found abandoned 
and ransacked. Searches turned up 
nothing and he was eventually de¬ 


clared dead and assumed to have 
been the victim of violent crime. 

After Simmons was recognized 
at White Rock, the church assist¬ 
ed him in reuniting with his fam¬ 
ily. He’s since met with his family, 
wife, and teenage daughter, who 
continue to remain supportive of 
him. 

Simmons is openly gay now 
and was well-known in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s religious gay community. 
Simmons lived in the Bay Area for 
10 years. He resigned his job as the 
director of campus life at the 
Golden Gate Baptist Seminary in 
Mill Valley in December after get¬ 
ting the job offer in Dallas. T

Homoerotic ‘Taboo’ at the Castro

A s one of the few local cineastes who isn’t root¬ 
ing for Crouching Tiger, Hidden Dragon to 
sweep the Oscars, I’m pleased to report that 
there’s now an martial arts film I can get all 
hot and sticky over. Japanese bad boy director Nag- 
isa Oshima (In the Realm of the Senses; Merry Christ 
mas, Mr. Lawrence) has produced the most sublime 
of his genre subverting potboilers. Taboo, Oshima’s 
first fiction film in a decade and a half, unfolds in 
the spring of 1865, when a rich pretty boy seeks to 
join a ragtag militia of samurai warriors sworn to 
defend the last Shogun against the absolutist pre¬ 
tensions of the Emperor. 

When the sultry Kano (newcomer Ryuhei Mat- 
suda, a double thrdft at age 17, displaying great 
moves with both kimono and sword) is asked whv 


he’s forsaking the life of a wealthy merchant’s son 
for the black robes of a Shinsengumi soldier, Kano’s 
perfectly-drawn cupid’s lips innocently intone, "It s 
a license to kill.” Like a boy who’s just gotten a new 
set of steak knives for his birthday, Kano obliges his 
unit by slicing off the head of a prisoner and hand¬ 
ing it, like an overripe pineapple, to his command 
ing officer. Kano, who admits he’s never been with a 
woman, is soon possessed with a boyfriend and a 
chorus line of agitated potential suitors. Oshima 
nimbly strides a fine line, exploiting Taboo’s poten 
tial as both a swordfest and an almost all male sex 
farce - in the process displaying all the cinema 
moves he learned from the I rench New Wave mas ¬ 
ters, including the comic use of voiceover narrat ion 
and chapter titles, as well as a deft blending of fan

As 
we well know, some of them are 
doozies, and Smith had the bril¬ 
liant idea of contacting the people 
behind the ads, and photograph¬ 
ing them in revealing tableaux. 

The results are collected in this 
pint-size book, subtitled Portraits 
of Real People and their Personal 
Ads (Universe). All sorts of per¬ 
suasions and perversions are given 
the full 15-minute treatment, in¬ 
cluding Tickle Party Guy,Tran- 
nie Chaser, and Bowl You Over 
(“with my huge cock”). 

Out There had our own fa¬ 
vorites among the entries, of 
course, including Joan Seeks 
Bette (“Do you have Bette 
Davis eyes? GWM, slender, 
quirky, 30ish actor comedian, 
Crawford connoisseur and other¬ 
wise gem of a boy”); Daddy 
Butch (“seeks the solace of slinky 
but tender femme to serve me 
dinner at midnight then slide into 
my lap”); and Sexdad Slaps 
(“nasty abusive silver-topped dad 
45 200 6’ in shape seeks submis¬ 
sive white/Latin ‘son’ for ruff in¬ 
cestuous play.”) Erm, but maybe 
that’s just us. 

Smith notes, “Of the people I 
shot, one had been placing the 
same ad for 10 years with no re¬ 
sults, another had gone on over 
100 dates in one year, and yet an¬ 
other had 22 ads running at the 
same time! Some even refused to 
participate unless I could get them 
dates.” Now that’s what we call a

It’s raining dance 

Three noteworthy choreographers in SF

ot to be bitter, since there 
I | 1 are many reasons why we 
live here besides the cul¬ 
ture, but one can go for months in 
the San Francisco Bay Area with¬ 
out anything significant happen¬ 
ing in ballet. Then, all of a sudden 
like last week, the sky opens, and 
classical dance rains on the 
parched balletomanes below. 

Four miraculous days began 
last Tuesday with the simultane¬ 
ous opening of the San Francisco 
Ballet’s Program III at the War 
Memorial, with a premiere by 


Nacho Duato, and the reappear¬ 
ance for the first time in 20 years 
of the main company of Neder- 
lands Dans Theater (NDT) at 
Zellerbach Hall. Then, Friday 
night, SFB launched its substantial 
Program IV with Mark Morris’ 
world premiere as the centerpiece 
between revivals of Prodigal Son 
and Raymonda. 

Though the three choreogra¬ 
phers — NDT’s Jiri Kylian, Duato 
and Morris — are nothing alike, 
the most “classical” piece (the one 
with the girls in toe shoes) was by 
Morris, whose dance background 
is in folk and modern dance. 
(Kylian and Duato are both clas¬ 


sically trained.) A Garden, to 
music of Couperin orchestrated 
by Richard Strauss, proved to be 
the most balletic piece I’ve ever 
seen from Morris, though I sus¬ 
pect we’ll have to keep updating 
that judgment as he continues to 
work with SFB dancers. 

He certainly brings out the best 
in them, but then I sometimes get 
the feeling that Morris’ method 
would make people on crutches 
look musical. I have no idea what 
the title, A Garden, refers to in this 
strictly abstract piece, but perhaps 
it is a glance at Watteau’s outdoor 
fetes. Strauss supposedly got his 
inspiration for his Tanzsuite from 


Hard-edged ballet 

Alonzo King's Lines Ballet at YBC

lonzo King deconstructs 
ballet as most of us know it. 

H Take away pink, the orches¬ 
tra, musicality. Remove lightness 
and illusion. Strip away fantasy 
and narrative. Get rid of sets and 
tutus and romantic love. Here’s 
what you get: gray-lit dancers 
moving astonishingly fast; group 
gropes, walking, electric shock- 
style phrasing, bodies as daggers 
thrown through space. You get 
caffeine and revolt instead of 
champagne and kisses, you are lis¬ 
tening to breaking glass instead of 
Tchaikovsky. King’s dances are 
like Beckett one-acts, or John 
Cage symphonies, modern in the 
difficult way. 

Images that lingered from the 
Lines Ballet program last weekend 
at Yerba Buena Center: dancer 
Xavier Ferla’s soft descent into a 
sprained ankle or worse, his hop¬ 
ping exit; the clunking roll off¬ 
stage by Chiharu Shibata and 
Christian Burns after a duet that 
changed the stakes for the entire 
evening by finally showing us con¬ 
nection, passion. You could spend 
a lot of money at the big ballet and 
not find anything as original as 
the art that Alonzo King offers. It’s 
just not easy. 

The Heart's Natural Inclination 
was a world premiere sans Ferla, in 
which the remaining men were 
dressed in fishnet tops and cut-off 
tights, while the women wore 
gauzy prom dresses. The music 
was sampled buzzes, gongs, and 
berimbau. Moody lighting and 
much disjointed confrontation 
created an ethos of dysfunction, 
the feeling that the heart’s natural 
inclination is not exactly love. Re¬ 
demption came in the central pas 
de deux, with the stripped Shiba¬ 
ta and Burns slowing into some¬ 
thing achingly real, beyond strug¬ 
gle, a lovemaking that went past 
the guarded places. 

Moments of choreographic 
satisfaction like these were sur¬ 
rounded too often by phrases of 
whipped-off Kingisms: a throw¬ 
away turn, a lunge with a spasm, 
and company unison, intended 
but impossible in the absence of 
countable music. The dancers are 
individuals, especially the men, 
offering a range of body sizes and 
movement styles more like real life 
than ballet. But King’s choreogra¬ 
phy attempts to erase all their 
idiosyncrasy and show conformi-

viewing the Watteaus in the Lou¬ 
vre. His “take” on the clavecin 
(harpsichord) pieces of Francois 
Couperin, le Grand (1668-1733, 
roughly contemporary with Bach 
and Handel) is actually more Wat- 
teau-ish, blending decorative ele¬ 
ments of Veronese and Rubens, 
than Morris’ is. 

Happy hedons 

In Watteau’s paintings, people 
are having Fun with a capital F; 
there is more than a hint of hyste¬ 
ria in the ruddy cheeks and over¬ 
flowing bodices. Strauss’ score is 
equally hedonistic, though peri¬ 
od-music mavens have to swallow 
hard to accept the lush legato of 
1921 in place of Couperin’s dry 
18th-century wit. (Anyone seri¬ 
ously interested in this French 
baroque composer should investi¬ 
gate recordings of his various 
Livres for harpsichord by 
Christophe Rousset on Harmonia 
Mundi.) 

In Morris’ A Garden, the fun is 
considerably less hectic, more clas¬ 
sically reposed, fizzy but not flashy, 
humorous yet not crude, even ten¬ 
der. The “Menuett” (called “Alle- 
mande” in my score), a gentle pas 
de deux for Joanna Berman, fully 
recovered from her injury, and the 
staunchly introspective Damian 
Smith, is light-years from the ugly, 
abusive relationships in Angelin 


Preljocaj’s choreography. At one 
point, when Strauss is trying to 
forge a huge, romantic climax out 
of music that refuses to cooperate, 
Morris has the pair stop dancing, 
make a few easy gestures and sit 
down on the floor, creating a mo¬ 
ment of perfect harmonic stillness 
in the midst of the musical bustle. 
Exquisite. 

In “Wirbeltanz,” the suite’s 
most extensive number (based on 
three different Couperin pieces, 
including one that depicts knit¬ 
ting women run amok — and, re¬ 
member, this is pre-Mme. La- 
Farge), Morris exalts Tina 
LeBlanc’s speed and her sunny so¬ 
phistication. She whips around 
like a whirlwind (“Wirbel” means 
whirlpool or vortex), yields to a 
trio, and then zips back on stage 
to end the piece with more scintil¬ 
lating footwork. 

In the middle of a group 
dance, I think it was Alice LuAn 
Lewitzke who slipped out of the 
wings, executed a few movements 
and skidded back out of sight. 
Witty stuff like that and the en- 
chainements that end with the 
dancer’s trailing arm suddenly 
punctuating the sequence, are 
pure, inventive Morris and explain 
why the packed house screamed 
its head off afterward. I thought 
happily, “I get to see this piece half 
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Supernova of the stage 

27 years of 'Beach Blanket Babylon '

F aster than a speeding bullet, 
able to leap tall metaphors in 
a single bound, Beach Blan¬ 
ket Babylon is the supernova of 
San Francisco musical entertain¬ 
ment. For sheer entertainment 
value, it’s still the best deal in town. 
And now it is also the longest-run¬ 
ning musical in America. 

This year, the show’s annual up¬ 
date adds Brittany Spears, ’N Sync, 
and the Bush family to its revolv¬ 
ing cast of characters. And some of 
the sharpest writing comes in the 
show’s parody of Bill and Senator 
Clinton, with fresh references to 
current events only a few days old. 
The amazingly malleable format of 
the show is the key to its longevity, 
and the willingness of producer Jo 
Schuman Silver to adapt the mate¬ 
rial to reflect the latest cause celebre 
keeps it fresh. 

Snow White is still looking for 
love in all the wrong places — 
Rome, Paris, and Yokahama — 


and she still gets more advice than 
any girl could handle from dozens 
of outrageously bewigged charac¬ 
ters. The camp quotient doesn’t 
get any higher than this. 

But behind the silly outfits and 
goofy humor, the ensemble is 
made up of a group of incredibly 
talented performers. As singers, 
they have perfect pitch and great 
timing; you can clearly hear and 
understand every word. Their ef¬ 
forts are complemented by a well- 
rehearsed live band that couldn’t 
be more polished or professional. 
But the weight of the show rests 
on the shoulders of two ladies, 
Renee Lubin and Val Diamond. 

Lubin and Diamond are bel¬ 
ters, out of the classic Broadway 
school. But what is extraordinary 
is their ability not only to sing a 
song into the stratosphere, but to 
do it in a completely controlled 
and perfectly modulated style. 
This is a rare talent. Anyone who 
has heard the out-of-control 
Christina Aguilera march down 
the path already decimated by 


Patti LaBelle will appreciate just 
how rare it is. Unfortunately, 
Lubin and Diamond rarely get to 
sing a whole song from start to fin¬ 
ish, but in the current production, 
Diamond delivers a boffo rendi¬ 
tion of the Dusty Springfield clas¬ 
sic, “Anyone Who Had a Heart.” 

Some of the characters in the 
show are ready to be retired, like 
John Travolta circa 1978, but even 
the weakest material is onstage for 
such a short time, it doesn’t kill 
the show. The most inventive, 
looniest, and strongest ensemble 
number in the current production 
is an inspired quartet that includes 
Whoopi Goldberg, Richard Sim¬ 
mons, Michael Jackson, and Lady 
Sarah Ferguson — all singing “I’m 
Into Food” to the tune of “In the 
Mood.” It’s not possible to explain 
why this number works so well — 
there is almost no logical reason 
— but it is a complete delight. 

One of the amazing qualities of 
Beach Blanket is the way it trans¬ 
forms the usual reticence of the 
audience. People arrive goofy for

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Beyond Tony Soprano 

James Gandolfini plays a gay hit man in 'The Mexican'

T ony Soprano: one of the 
most feared, respected and 
admired characters on tele¬ 
vision today. Forty-year-old actor 
James Gandolfini has made The 
Sopranos HBO’s highest-rated 
show ever, and has not only 
earned the admiration of the 
show’s fans, but has won numer¬ 
ous awards, including the Emmy, 
from his peers. The Sopranos is 
about a New Jersey mob family, 
and Gandolfini plays the “Godfa¬ 
ther” of the clan, who is in psychi¬ 
atric therapy. 

Beginning its third season on 
March 4, The Sopranos will con¬ 
tinue its reign as one of the most 
lauded shows in television histo¬ 
ry. “I am quite shocked, yes,” Gan¬ 
dolfini said recently at the Beverly 
Wilshire Hotel, “that it took off 
the way it did the year it debuted 
[1999]. I never expected it to be 
labeled one of the greatest shows 
ever. There are so many lunatic ac¬ 
tors on it, and there is so much vi¬ 
olence, but I guess it’s the comedy 
that has reeled everyone in.” 

Gandolfini, who rarely speaks 
to the media, took some time out 
to talk about the success of The 
Sopranos, and about his most re¬ 
cent film, The Mexican. 

“I got my start in movies, well, 
my acting start,” said the reticent 
Gandolfini. “I think I am very 
shy,” he admitted. “I never think 
that what I say is interesting. I 
have nothing interesting to say.” 
Well, when Gandolfini got over 


his shyness, he let on that he feels 
very lucky to be in the position he 
is in. He earned $10 million for his 
first two seasons on The Sopranos 
and is now co-starring opposite 
Julia Roberts and Brad Pitt in one 
of the spring’s most anticipated 
films, The Mexican. “I grew up 20 
minutes away from where my 
character on The Sopranos lives,” 
he said. “I am Italian, my character 
is Italian.” His character is the 
head of the mob — was he ever 
involved in the mob? “I’m not 
going to talk about that,” said 
Gandolfini when asked if he does 
any research for his role with any¬ 
one who is in the real mob. 

Gandolfini is the son of a cus¬ 
todial engineer at a New Jersey 
high school, and his mother was a 
lunchlady before she retired. “Both 
of my parents grew up in Italy, and 
moved to the United States.” 

Before he got into acting, ap¬ 
pearing in 1992’s A Stranger 
Among Us, he managed nightclubs 
and bartended in New York City. 
“One of my friends took me to an 
acting class one night, and every¬ 
one had to go up in front and act 
something out. I was really ner¬ 
vous, but I actually enjoyed it 
enough to go back. I fell in love 
with it.” 

Tough guys 

Gandolfini played mobsters, 
white trash and tough guys in Get 
Shorty, A Civil Action, The Mighty, 
Night Falls on Manhattan, The 
Juror and 8mm. 

In The Mexican, Gandolfini 
plays a mobster, but not the type

anyone would suspect. He is a 
beary, butch, gay hit man. 

He blushed and laughed when 
I told him that he is going to be 
the fantasy of many more gay men 
now that he is playing a big gay 
role. “Love is love, whether you’re 
gay or straight,” he said. “The gay 
character that I play is non-stereo- 
typical when one thinks about 
how many gay men are portrayed 
in films. That is why I took the 


role. It is one of the best gay roles 
I have seen in film. His sexuality is 
not really even brought into the 
picture until he eyes someone in a 
bar and Julia Roberts’ character 
asks him point-blank if he is gay 
since he is staring at the guy. 
When it is brought up, it is done 
in a very tasteful way.” 

Gandolfini is indebted to 
Roberts for the chance to star in 
The Mexican. “Julia recommend¬ 
ed me for the role,” he said. “She is 
who she is for many reasons. She 
is kind, has a great heart, very in¬ 
telligent, and is not afraid to stand 
up to anyone. She is the nurturing 
type, and will fight for anyone if 
she thinks there is a reason.” 

Why are people so fascinated 
with The Sopranos? “I think it’s be¬ 
cause people can have a hard day at 
work, come home and watch my 
character suffer. It is an escape. 
People have done that ever since 
television was invented. People 
loved to and still like to watch Jack¬ 
ie Gleason’s pain on The Honey- 
mooners, and Carroll O’Connor’s 
problems on All in the Family.” 

At the moment, Gandolfini, the 
father of a nearly two-year old son, 
who married for the first time the 
year The Sopranos debuted, is at 
the popularity level of both former 
television stars. He wouldn’t reveal 
anything from the upcoming So¬ 
pranos episodes. “I don’t know 
how they are going to be edited. I 
really can’t say anything, or I will 
get into trouble.” He did reveal that 
he hopes to be doing at least two 
more seasons after this one. 

“Doing a quality show of any 


kind is difficult. If we can sustain 
the quality of the first three sea¬ 
sons for one or two more, sure I 
will do them,” he said. “And make 
more movies, too.” T

Feeling the menergy 

'Back to the Brig 2' at the Powerhouse

D nce upon a time at the Brig, 
% a SoMa leather bar that op- 
wM erated in the late 70s and 
early ’80s, a devilishly handsome 
barback took a fancy to me, and, as 
was the custom at the time, came 
back to my place at the end of the 
night for carnal relations. In the 
morning I woke to find him gone 



and a perfectly mushy romantic 
note in his place. I next saw him 
fully prepared to start a magnifi¬ 
cent affair, but instead got brushed 
off. Seething, I returned to the bar 
a few days later wearing a pink 
chiffon ball gown with assorted 
beads, belts, and bangles a la Cyndi 
Lauper (this was 1983) and pro¬ 
ceeded to kiss the leather-clad 
Lothario on the cheek in front of 
all his butch friends. I still cherish 
the memory of his mortified look. 

So when the Powerhouse held 
its second Back to the Brig night, a 
tribute to the sleazy spirit of yes¬ 
teryear, I just had to check it out. 
Thankfully, nobody had thought 
to recreate the raunchy scent of 
poppers and Lysol, but everything 
else was authentically period. The 
caged go-go guy sported a mus¬ 
tache, the videos were replaced by 
vintage “art films,” and the Sunday 
night DJ, Bus Station John, spun 
hi-NRG, the short-lived tag end of 
the Disco phenomenon which 
mixed alarmingly high BPMs and 
a flamboyantly gay sensibility. 

Song titles like “Cruisin’ the 
Streets” and “Menergy” say it all. 
The huge crowd, many of whom 
were learning their ABCs when 
the Brig closed its doors in ’85, re¬ 
sponded to the retro-decadence 
enthusiastically. 

I’d just started my night and 
was sipping a scrumptious marti¬ 
ni mixed by a real knock-out of a 
bartender when, to my horror, a 
wet jockstrap contest was an¬ 
nounced. Given the retro-campy 
trimmings of the night, I knew 
this would be a self-conscious, 
postmodern parody of a wet jock¬ 
strap contest as much as the real 
thing, but I still didn’t want to see 
it. Beauty contests, no matter how 
perverse, creep me out. Conse¬ 
quently, I fled to the Hole in the 
Wall. 

Freaky links 

I once saw a shirtless teenage 
boy with long blond hair and an 
electric guitar strapped around his 


neck being pulled along on his 
skateboard by a golden retriever. 
He wasn’t particularly handsome, 
but Spuds McKenzie himself 
would have been awed by his un- 
self-conscious joie de vivre. If that 
boy were a bar, he’d be the Hole in 
the Wall. The diverse crowd there 
is always boisterous and convivial, 
and the too-much-is-never- 
enough, freaky, arty, rockin’ biker 
decor never ceases to entertain. I 
arrived to find DJ Darshan (look¬ 
ing so sexy there were men literal¬ 
ly pacing outside the DJ booth, 
like wild animals in heat) blasting 
a rock set so raucous and fun I 
completely forgot I prefer elec¬ 
tronic music. I spent the next 
hour happily discussing literature 
and gossiping while savoring a 
second martini. 

Upon my return to the Power¬ 
house, I ran into a boy I. knew 
slightly (he’d once taken me home 
while I was, for reasons I forget, 
clad entirely in silver lame) who 
told me the contest had been fun, if 
overlong, and the winner was busy 
doing shots with the losers back- 
stage. I found this disappointing. If 
one must compete, I think one 
ought to show the same “That 
tiara is mine, damn you!” exces¬ 
siveness displayed by Amber Von 
Tussle in John Waters’ movie mas¬ 
terpiece Hairspray. I certainly hope 
that if I’m ever subjected to any

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a dozen more times in the next 
couple of seasons.” 

Going Dutch 

Kylian has long been one of 
modern ballet’s most respected 
choreographers, but to tell the 
truth, I think his dancers are bet¬ 
ter than the material itself. At 
Zellerbach, NDT offered Kylian’s 
1981 breakthrough piece, Forgot¬ 
ten Land, set to the Sinfonia da Re-

sort of Mr. So-and-So contest that 
at least one runner-up is a terribly 
bad sport. Tears. I want to see tears. 

Once I’d finished disapproving 
of the wet jockstrap contest, the 
remainder of the evening 
stretched before me like a vast, 
lonely wasteland. I was single and 
feeling frisky; it was time to cruise. 

All around me, men were get¬ 
ting friendly. Unfortunately, 
around cute guys, my normal in¬ 
troversion goes into hyperdrive, 
and I become as shy as a 19th-cen¬ 
tury New England spinster abroad 
amongst heathens and cannibals. I 
just can’t make the first move. 
After a few uncomfortable min¬ 
utes, I realized I’d have to act bold¬ 


ly and removed my shirt. Almost 
immediately, a young man came 
up behind me and began slowly 
and erotically rubbing my torso 
with an ice cube. I’m sure this 
looked hot, but it felt cold — 
freezing, in fact. I flinched away 
and then, so as not to seem rude, 
introduced myself. The hypother¬ 
mia fetishist seemed uninterested 
in talking and ambled away. 

Suddenly, it was last call. 
Handsome lads and hunkalicious 
dudes passed me by on the way 
out to the “sidewalk sale,” which, 
given the abominable weather, 
was brief and brisk. Alas, nobody 
spoke to me. Then, quite arbitrar¬ 
ily, the night was over. ▼ 


quiem by Benjamin Britten. SFB 
used to have this work in its reper¬ 
tory, but NDT dances it half-again 
as fast as SFB used to. The ballet is 
better for the speed. 

If there is one thing that over¬ 
comes Kylian’s intellectual preten¬ 
sions — I hated the trappings of 
Wings of Wax (an upside-down bare 
tree, roots and all, circled by a mov¬ 
ing spotlight) and all that grunting, 
farting and pants-dropping in Sara- 
hande — it is the fabulous NDT 
dancers, so fast and strong that you 
can easily blot out the extramusical 
choreographic crap. The men, bald¬ 


ing, bearded and brutal, look like 
habitues of a hot leather bar, while 
the women are as buffed and fear¬ 
less as Linda Hamilton in The Ter¬ 
minator. I could watch these 
dancers all day and night. 

Kylian’s originality lies in the 
pas de deux, two people entwined 
around each other but still mov¬ 
ing at breakneck speed.

Coming in out of the cold

' | old, rainy nights have a way 
- of making you long for a 
bit of heat. They find us 
scurrying for cover, though often 
it means people are huddled at 
home, with the warmth of their 
computer connections. I ducked 
out of a Thursday evening down¬ 
pour and into the subterranean 
shelter of a BART station. On the 
platform I encountered the heavy, 
cruisy stares of a guy with a nice 
goateed face, but unfortunately 
clownish, fashion-baggy skate¬ 
boarder clamdigger pants that 
went down midcalf and newish 
rainboots, black leather jacket and 
a midriff-baring T-shirt baring a 
bear midriff. He leaned on his 
umbrella to strike a seductive 
pose. The whole package was a bit 
off, so I demurred with a half¬ 
smile. Oh, well. 

I met up with two friends for 
dinner in the Castro. The streets 
were rain-slickened and somewhat 
underpopulated. It was easy to get 
tables in restaurants, and through 
watering-hole windows I could see 
vacant barstools. We breezed right 
into Firewood, settled down to a 
hearty dinner and, near 11 p.m., 
decided to hit a bar or two. We 
were all somewhat ambivalent 
about which one — nothing 
around here really beckons — so 
we just wandered the street. 

The Sing-A-Long Sound of 
Music was just letting out at the 
Castro Theater. So we followed a 
guy in pale green lederhosen into 
Daddy’s. It seemed like the right 
thing to do. If not particularly 
hopping, it was at least warm and 
friendly inside. The lights are just 
dim enough, and the decor, be¬ 
sides the flourish of a big SM flag, 
is unobtrusive and basic. 

The tone in the place was 
neighborhood-friendly, without a 


hint of attitude. There were per¬ 
haps 20 guys hanging out, staring 
into space or even pawing at each 
other. One handsome couple in 
the back actually started dancing 
to the unidentifiable pop music, 
while a solitary older fellow in¬ 
tently played the videogame in the 
front. 

The video monitors pulsed 
with a slide show of beefcake im¬ 
ages — solo guys posing before a 
variety of backgrounds. Once I 
looked up and saw a bizarre close- 
up image of the collar, tie and 
lapels of a leather formal outfit. 

Alp wanted 

I set down my raingear on a 
stool and chatted up the guy in the 
Alpine formalwear — he was 
wearing a white button-down 
shirt under his lederhosen and a 
felt brimmed hat. He really en¬ 
joyed the Julie Andrews movie, 
and the participatory portions. He 
especially liked the part where the 
Nazis come looking for the von 
Trapps and people in the audience 
shine flashlights on the curtains. 
And the print, he said, was great. 

“But didn’t you get cold with 
those bare legs?” I asked, checking 
them out. 

“Well, when I’m outside,” he 
said. “I’d figure I’d come in here 
and take my shirt off.” 

Which he quickly proceeded to 
do. He looked pretty good that 
way — those suede straps! — 
though the more ordinarily 
dressed man he was with seemed 
to glare at me, so I went back to the 
bar. There was a flyer there that 
said that it was Pot Luck Thursday, 
a night in which you get a raffle 
ticket for each drink. At midnight, 
the shirtless bartender picks a 
number and someone wins a jack¬ 
pot of at least 50 smackers.

Cruising art 

S ipping wine and cocktails at chic art openings is currently a 
popular gay pasttime in the Bay Area, where art galleries and 
museums serve as major cruising and schmoozing zones for 
culture-craving homosexuals. Lately we’ve been listing more gallery 
openings than nightclub and bar happenings, in large part because 
art spaces are proving far more dynamic than booze palaces in 
shaping our city’s cultural fabric and boosting our spirits. 

I’m not making this up. I’m hearing it from good friends who 
expend considerable energy and money checking out the local 
dance-music and/or art scenes. What people are telling me (and 
what I’ve experienced for myself) is this: GLBT bar/nightclub pa¬ 
trons are bored with the local offerings, with the tedious 
disco/house paradigm so entrenched in the gay scene, and with the 
phenomenally egotistical “superstar” DJs who spin out the same 
shallow effluvia week after week, party after party, claiming glory 
for themselves while bludgeoning patrons into submission with 
screeching diva sounds and tired beats. Disenchantment with the 
dismal club/party scene drives decent queer people to seek other, 
more stimulating pursuits. 

Thus, art. Get it where you can, so long as the getting is good. 
For instance, hop in a car or take the train and scoot down to San 
Jose on Sunday, March 4, to attend the big opening of “Contem¬ 
porary Devotion” at the San Jose Museum of Art, where works 
by one of our finest local queer artists, Tino Rodriguez, will be fea¬ 
tured in the Skylight Gallery (New Wing) alongside those of other 
painters and sculptors — including Manuel Ocampo, Enrique 
Chagoya and Elizabeth Gomez — whose imaginations have been 
sparked by religion and spirituality. 

Specifically, the exhibition curated by Susan Landauer brings 
together works that bounce off the retablo and ex-voto traditions of. 
Mexican Catholic religious art. This ricocheting notion ideally suits 
Tino’s perverse, off-the-wall talent for turning iconography into 
scandal. He delights in using his refined, surrealist technique — 
applied with the touch of a Renaissance master — to upend reli¬ 
giosity. Yet somehow he manages consistently to convey notions of 
the sacred in ways more profound than perhaps he intends. 

What’s most sacred in Tino’s imagery is the concept of queer. 
He unabashedly explores and proclaims the sacredness of queer 
sexuality by exploding the notion that the sacred cannot be carnal, 
visceral, even brutal. The sacred, for Tino, is not purity, but its op¬ 
posite, defilement, especially by death, blood, and flowers. 

The flowers and foliage in Tino’s retablos always have a disturb¬ 
ing, claustrophobic perfection to them, choking the landscape and 
any humans they wrap around and engorge. Again and again in his 
oil paintings, flowers of evil strangle young Latino men with 
smooth, sleek skin and slender torsos, whose seductive deaths sug¬ 
gest the most sublime possible spiritual state. 

Art intoxicates. Go out and get high. It’s the queer thing to do.V

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Bouncing babies

M y number one Man of the 
Moment, Nino Bacci, gets 
deluxe treatment in Chi 
Chi LaRue’s latest video, Jacked to 
Vegas , even though he’s given a 
run for the money by his co-stars. 
Nino’s only in one scene, but it’s 
swell, and sandwiched between 
two other real doozies. He’s also in 
a group scene, but not promi¬ 
nently featured. 

It’s Ms. LaRue herself who is 
featured in a “Special Guest Ap¬ 
pearance.” While quite a few peo¬ 
ple will pick up a video because 
LaRue made it, how many, I won¬ 
der, will pick up one because she’s 
in it? The presence of a queen, es¬ 
pecially one as bumptious as Chi 
Chi, disrupts the mood of male 
sexuality and gooses the pacing — 
it’s like getting electric shocks be¬ 
tween each scene. Perhaps it’s be¬ 
come too hard for Chi Chi to 
differentiate between being 
an oversize personality and 
getting too big for her 
britches: the star of a 
porn video should be 
the sex, with the direc¬ 
tor’s craft, as well as the 
director, skillfully and 
completely 
hidden. 

At any 
rate, don’t 
let Chi Chi’s presence deter you 
from Jacked to Vegas , because her 
brash appearances — which carry 
the movie’s cartoon plot — are 
admittedly brief. And the rest of 
Jacked to Vegas is a little porno 
feast. I can’t wait to get the DVD 
of this one, so I can do a little 
gloat-and-dote while personally 
working over its cornucopia of 
sensational moments. 

Here’s the plot: Chi Chi gets 
the fevered idea that the thing to 
do is highjack an RTD bus and 
cart a load of porn stars to a con¬ 
vention in Las Vegas. She corrals a 
mess of top names to fill that bus, 



and the guys have an orgy as it 
whizzes along the highway, while 
traffic flies by on all sides. So does 
the sexuality of the scene, which is 
heavy on detail and light on cu¬ 
mulative effect. It’s just a lit¬ 
tle too busy. 

But there are fabu¬ 
lous duos on both 
sides of this produc- 
, tion number. The 
second features my 
man Nino, and the 
other two present the de¬ 
lectable 
Kyle 

Kennedy, 
first with 
a glamorous newcomer named Ju¬ 
lian Pierce, and later with Spike, 
who gives another of his standout 
performances, this one sensation¬ 
ally aided by young Kennedy’s 
ability to twirl, baby, twirl, on the 
masthead that is Spike’s member. 

Actually, twirling is a specialty 
of this movie. Seems Chi Chi 
agrees with me that one of the 
most excitingly cinematic sex 
shots is that of a guy straddling his 
partner while both face the cam¬ 
era. And Kennedy loves to bounce 
on his partner’s dick, with his own 
improbably large cock banging 
about. Chi Chi’s scenes are fre¬ 


quently overedited, but he lingers 
over these moments. And he’s lit 
the movie brilliantly, so every de¬ 
tail is visible. 

Star spread 

Nino almost misses the bus 
ride to Vegas while making out 
with sturdy, young and uncut 
Patrick Allen, who is real Aber- 
crombie-Fitch material. The kid 
gets excellently boned, before he 
tops Nino, spreading the star’s 
limbs wide open to lavishly dis¬ 
play his fulsome attributes. 

Kennedy fully deserves the star 
treatment he gets in opening and 
closing scenes. He’s an angelic 
blond who looks at first like a kid, 
but who reveals a man’s take-it-all 
sexual hunger, along with a big 
and solid cock. His first partner, 
Pierce, is real leading-man mater¬ 
ial. He’s a svelte beauty with a low- 
key intensity and a burnished 
Mercedes-Benz body, with the 
buff and gorgeous rump and 
strong thighs of a dancer. The 
scene delights in the couple’s 
asses, to which some luscious rim¬ 
ming is applied, followed by some 
forceful flicking. 

The film’s finale pairs Kennedy 
with the amazing Spike. His may 
be the most impressive cock ever 
featured in porn, and he cuins like 
Old Faithful, geysers shooting out 
of camera range. But that’s after 
Kennedy has done his best to 
savor it in all possible ways, most 
especially by sliding so slowly 
down each inch of it that you’ll 
feel personally acquainted. Chi 
Chi’s camera finds many a nifty 
viewpoint, framing the action to 
include the hard-ons and facial 
expressions of both guys. And he 
allows a full 24 minutes for the 
scene. I’ve criticized Chi Chi’s 
general hurry before, but not in 
Jacked to Vegas, where the frame¬ 
work may be specious, but the sex 
is all there and sensational. ▼

ty, which never quite works. King’s 
aim, relentlessly, is toward mo¬ 
mentum. One longs for a grace 
period. 

Extension accord 

Oh, for more moments like the 
one when the stage was suddenly 
full of sidelit women leaning into 
a dreamy unison phrase of 
stretched legs and wafting arms. 
The women have wonderful ex¬ 
tension, but what we see is a tease, 
just a moment of simplicity before 
everything breaks apart. Likewise, 
the sound score could bless us 


with contrast, some melodic frag¬ 
ment that would lend delicious 
irony and remind us that this art- 
form was originally designed to go 
with music, not sound effects. 

Soothing the Enemy featured 
floating UFOs and had some of 
the best lighting in dance, de¬ 
signed by Axel Morgenthaler. The 
women wore metallic minidress¬ 
es, and the men, flying shirts. The 
movement offered shaking, rub¬ 
bing, squatting, ice skating, and 
images of purgatory. Again, it was 
within a central duet — this one 
with two men, Burns and Alex 
Ketley, wearing feathered pants 
and no shirts — that we caught 
another glimpse of King’s secret 
weakness: he still believes in beau¬ 


ty. Every once in a while, two peo¬ 
ple will meet. The world stops, life 
takes a breath, the soothing be¬ 
gins. 

For all his hard-edged chore¬ 
ography, King would be well-ad¬ 
vised to soften things up more 
often. When he does, he reveals 
true choreographic brilliance. In 
King’s work, the viewer doesn’t get 
to linger in what is finally revealed 
at the core. It’s how a lot of us live 
our lives. If only we could stop 
more often, and just love. T

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Cornucopia in print 

From ' ex-gays' to sex tips in new releases

W e’ve all seen them, those 
hateful little so-called 
Christians, eager to turn 
us from happy homosexuals to 
dreary, robotic, religious het¬ 
erosexuals. Rik Isensee 
offers a behind-the- 
scenes peek at an 
Exodus-like group 
called ESCAPE (Ex- 
Gays Saved by 
Charismatic 
Apotheosis Prior 
to Eternity) in his 
very funny novel The God Squad 
(Writer’s Showcase, $12.95), a 
journey from prayer to penance to 
redemption, that last thanks to the 
love of a good man. 

Paul is a young man, confused 
about his sexuality, who runs away 
from home rather than come out 
to his mother, who, he fears, would 
approve of his being gay. After liv¬ 
ing on the street for a while, he is 
rescued by the Reverend Sly Slo- 
cock, who offers Paul the chance to 
ESCAPE the eternal damnation 
reserved for “those who indulge in 
the lust of defiling passion.” 

“The notion of going to hell for 
my homosexuality,” Paul muses, 
“was new to me. Of course, I’d 
heard it condemned before, but I 
never realized God took it so per¬ 
sonally.” Paul plunges into the 
study of “homopathology,” learns 
the tricks of not-tricking, and gen¬ 
erally sticks to the rigidly straight 


and narrow. He also spends time 
selling water filters (Sly’s inven¬ 
tion) in a sort of holy-roller pyra¬ 
mid scheme as a way to support 
the work of the group while fleec¬ 
ing the unfaithful. Isensee is clear¬ 
ly well-versed in the evil 
done by the ex-gay 
movement, and if 
his book some¬ 
times rings too true, 
it is, I suppose, be¬ 
cause of the difficulty in 
parodying a 
movement that 
is so far over the 
top. The God 
Squad is an entertaining read. 

A touch of the poet 

Leslea Newman is a writer of 
astonishing versatility and craft. 
Two of her early books of poetry 
which had gone out of print, Signs 
of Love and Sweet Dark Places, 
have been reissued in a combined 
volume, Signs of Love (Wind¬ 
storm, $12.95). “How to Be a Fa¬ 
mous Lesbian Writer: An Autobi- 
ography-in-Progress” is a very 
funny and, I’m afraid, painfully 
accurate look at the travails of a 
writer’s life. “Thirteen Ways of 
Looking at a Cat” expresses the re¬ 
ality of the lesbian nation: “All the 
lesbians/ are off to the music festi¬ 
val./ Who will take care/ of the 
cat?” “How I Want You” is the 
clearest and most romantic expli¬ 
cation of desire you’ll ever read, 
and I wish I had a woman in my 
life right now just so I could read 



her those words. No kidding, Signs 
of Love is breathtaking. 


Sex factual 

Isadora Alman has been an¬ 
swering readers’ questions about 
sex since 1984, but in her latest 
book, she invites her readers to 
supply the answers. Doing It: Real 
People Having Really Good Sex 
(Conari, $15.95) includes readers’ 
e-mail, letters and comments on 
everything from doing it alone to 
doing it in a crowd to not doing it 
at all. Stressed about size? Anxious 
about orgasm? Alman’s readers 
are practical people, offering help, 
reminiscences, and suggestions to 
make you happier in your sexual 
life, and in the rest of your life, 
too. The book is an entertaining 
collection of tips, but may be most

Sex fictional 

I’ve long believed that good 
erotic writing has to be more than 
just body parts and bodily fluids. I 
look for a sense of humor, vivid 
characters, a plot that has more 
going for it than just coming. 
Thankfully, Susie Bright shares this 
point of view, and her latest col¬ 
lection, The Best American Erotica 
2001 (Touchstone, $13), includes 
short fiction that appeals to the in¬ 



tellect and the pudenda. The the¬ 
matic range is remarkable. Todd 
Belton’s “Expanding on an Idea” is 
laugh-out-loud funny, while an 
excerpt from Marge Piercy’s Three 
Women is as darkly disturbing as it 
is sexually charged. Dani Shapiro’s 
“Bed of Leaves” is a sorrowful tale 
of a seriously-less-than-romantic 
first time. Bright is an editor of 
taste and skill, and The Best Amer¬ 
ican Erotica 2001 is a real find. 

Miscellany 

The Nazis made one of their 
concentration camps a showplace 
in an attempt to fool the world 
about what they were really doing 
to millions of Jews, Gypsies, gays, 
and other “undesirables.” There- 
sienstadt was the camp, and in a 
preview of the 16th annual Jewish 
Music Festival, Sylvie Braitman 
discusses the music composed 
and performed by the prisoners at 
that camp. The presentation in¬ 
cludes a screening of the Nazi pro¬ 
paganda film, The Fuhrer Gives a 
City to the Jews.

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Berlin Film Fest 

M Arts cover 

Anthony Hopkins at a Berlinale 
press conference if his carnivorous 
villain was homosexual, as he’s ac¬ 
cused of being in the film. Sir 
Hopkins replied with a wry smile 
that it was indeed a possibility one 
could contend with. 

You’d be on safer gay ground 
with Sande Zeig’s adaptation of 
theoretician Monique Wittig’s 
short story, The Girl. This modern 
film noir, gloriously shot in Paris, 
tells of The Painter, a hot gal in 
men’s suits, who falls for The Girl, 
a hot gal in gowns. The two make 
love and bathe nonstop, but even¬ 
tually The Man, The Girl’s boss, 
gets jealous and tries to have The 
Painter’s lights punched out. 
Every scene here is breathtakingly 
planned out, and the leads are 
stunning to watch. Sadly, Zeig was 
more partial to pushing some 
inane philosophical concepts as 
opposed to entertaining us, and 
the film has as much excitement as 
a Cracker Jack box without a 
prize. 

Lesson learned: You can read 
theoreticians. You can fuck theo¬ 
reticians. Just don’t adapt their 
work into movies. 

Chop chop 

Everyone’s favorite photogra- 
pher-turned-MTV-videomaker- 
turned-film-director, Bruce 
Weber, showed up with some 
Chop Suey. This is a staggering 
collage of some of the influences 
and people in Weber’s model life. 
He takes us to a wrestling camp 
where he discovers the attractive 
and adorably shallow youth Peter 
Johnson, whom he makes into a 
national model. We also get to 
meet the British desert explorer 
Sir Wilfred Thesiger, and are then 
forced to peruse Weber’s photo 
collection at high speed. But the 
really magical points are snippets 
of an interview with the late 
Diana Vreeland in her very red liv¬ 
ing room, and a superb look at the 
fascinating life of lesbian singer 
Frances Faye. When not chroni¬ 
cling these two gals, far too often 
Weber’s camera is on overdrive, 
and you actually have to close 
your eyes to stop your stomach 
from churning. Some folks will 
call this film avant garde or bliss¬ 
fully trendy; others might settle 
for self-indulgent with moments 
of brilliance. 

Another highlight for some 
was Ferzan Ozpetek’s Le Fate Ig¬ 
norant (Blind Fairies). This Ital¬ 
ian-German production from the 
director who previously blessed us 
with Steam focuses on an AIDS 
nurse whose husband is killed by 
not one but two automobiles as he 
crosses the street. She gets de¬ 
pressed, until she learns he was 
cheating on her with a homosexu¬ 
al. That gets her really depressed, 
until she finds herself embracing 
the transsexuals, queens, and 
crazed immigrants that had peo¬ 
pled her hubby’s world. Imagine 
an Almodovar film without sar¬ 
casm or whimsy. Not bad. 

Jerry Springer might call Kate 
Davis’ Southern Comfort an inside 
peek at Southern white trash 
transsexuals and their ilk, but this 
is an extremely soul-stirring doc¬ 
umentary that has elicited a tear 
or two from even the most hard- 
boiled. Its star is Robert Eads. 
Born a girl, this wry soul trans¬ 
forms herself into a cowboy-hat- 
wearing gent who resides in the 
most rural part of Georgia. Final¬ 
ly able to live the way he wants 
with the friends he wants, Robert 
finds it slightly ironic when he is 
suddenly struck down by ovarian 
cancer. Apparently you can re¬ 
move the breasts off a girl, but not 
her female gonads. 


In Le roi danse (The King is 
Dancing), everyone is happy with 
their god-given gonads but little 
else. Directed by Gerard Corbiau, 
best known for his castrato drama 
Farinelli, this is another lavish cos¬ 
tumer complete with lust that’s 
served up both as repressed and 
on the table. Fourteen-year-old 
Louis XIV is not allowed to rule, 
but he can frolic all he wants to. 
But to frolic well, one needs the 
proper music, so the young bisex¬ 
ual Florentine composer Jean- 
Baptiste Lully becomes both the 
court composer and the king’s pal. 
Their relationship changes, how¬ 
ever, when Louis begins his reign 
and starts believing he is a god. 
Corbiau has fashioned a rococo, 
shimmering tale of a one-sided 
love that doesn’t know whether it’s 
based on true affection or ruthless 
ambition. The visuals are over¬ 
powering. As for the drama, it 
might help if you are a Fran¬ 
cophile, a history buff, or a cos¬ 
tume freak. But then, don’t most 
of us fall into at least one of these 
categories? 

Dark side 

Hopefully, none of us will fall 
into The Dark Side of Daren. This 
is a 68-minute look at Maximilian 
Moll’s relationship with an attrac¬ 
tive, utterly boring and self-in¬ 
volved coke addict. You see Daren 
shaving his chest and cutting 
flowers in his LA yard ad nauseam 
throughout this dreary ordeal that 
had audiences'Yunning for the 
exits. This love letter to the lame 
gives banality a bad name. 

One of the audience favorites 
came from Thailand. Yongyooth 
Thongkonthun’s truly hilarious Sa 
Tree Lex (The Iron Ladies) is based 
on a true story. A group of drag 
queens, a sex change, and one het¬ 
erosexual man decided to form a 
volleyball team, and, to everyone’s 
dismay, they won the national 
championship. Expect this come¬ 
dy to be a giant crossover hit in 
the States. It’s superbly silly and 
effective. 

Sue Maluwa-Bruce’s graceful 
Forbidden Fruit, a 30-minute 
short, might be the most gutsy 
film to be shown at the Berlinale. 
This story of two rural lesbians 
who are separated after they’re 
discovered kissing by a lake was 
shot in Zimbabwe. The actresses 
hired to play the two leads chick¬ 
ened out the day before shooting, 
so Bruce had to tell her tale by 
looking directly in the camera, 
and the conceit works. 

Daren Minahan’s Series 7, 
which garnered much praise in 
Sundance, creates a TV reality 
show where the winner has to kill 
all the other contestants. One is a 
formerly gay man with testicular 
cancer. It’s a black comedy. 

The Fluffer, directed by both 
Richard ( Grief) Glatzer and Wash 
{Devil is the Bottom) West, is just a 
mess, another of those gay offer¬ 
ings where there’s a great title, a

sexy lead for the posters, and pure 
incompetence everywhere else. 
The melodramatic tale tells of a 
young man who rents Citizen 
Kane at a videostore and is acci¬ 
dentally given Citizen Cum. He 


immediately falls in love with the 
lead, Johnny Rebel (Scott Gur¬ 
ney), and becomes the camera¬ 
man for the porn company. Soon 
he also becomes the fluffer for the 
stars who can’t get it up. What has 


comic potential instead turns into 
a sappy muddle complete with 
murder, drug addiction, and an 
abortion (another way to describe 
this effort). 

Other features to note, coming 
your way to various gay festivals: 
In Hoang A. Duong’s short, Tom 
Clay Jesus, a gay man finds that a 
newly-grown beard and a fake 
Hispanic name can find him love. 
Sandi Dubowski’s Trembling Be¬ 
fore G-d is a prize-winning docu¬ 
mentary that explores the painful 
world of gay Orthodox Jews. RD 
Robb’s terrific Dons Plum covers 
a night at a restaurant where a 
group of annoying 20-year-olds 
eat and bitch — sadly, two of its 
stars, Leonardo DiCaprio and 
Tobey Maguire, won’t allow you to 
see it in North America. Leah 
Pool’s frenzied Lost and Delirious 
stars Piper Perabo as a teen who 
falls for her roommate in an all- 
girl’s school. All goes well, until 
her mate decides to turn straight; 
poor Piper will never be the same. 
Shelly Dunn Fremont and Vincent 
Fremont’s raucous Pie in the Sky: 
The Brigid Berlin Story pursues 
the former Andy Warhol Super- 
star as she eats one key lime pie 
after another. A must-see, as were 
so many others. Those Germans 
really know how to serve it up, if 
you overlook the sauerkraut. T
